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Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic'

The Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with Its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
plause from 70 faculty members when he 
told them the faculty must work for a 
greater voice in determining how the col 
lego Is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


The faculty senate is a non-union or- 


ganization of the school's 150 full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually in salary negotiations. 
The board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech. Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he said. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper is listed as among 
the SO schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities in the country. "We are in 
the select company of the Missouri 


School of Religion and Sonle College," he 
said. 


. The result of the large classes and high 
faculty-student ratio, he said, is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing Is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out. Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges hi the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying, "1 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator la so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
Industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about SO non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator Is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on 111-concevled programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill Up space and bring you to a second 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend In ad. 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad Institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after the 
rise of Sputnik." 


Neiv passenger van arrives 
Expanded bus service soon

Wheeling residents will soon see 


changes in the village bus service, now 
that a new IS-passcnger van has arrived 
to supplement the operation of the regu- 
lar village bus. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said the 


van Is now In the process of being paint- 
ed with village colors and being outfitted 
for use. When the van is ready a test pro 
gram will be initiated for a short time 
before establishing a regular route. 


The van will bo used to pick up passen- 


gers at the various village shopping cen- 
ters and to take them to the bus stop of 
their choice. The Idea for the van was 
suggested in February when response to 
the bus showed some people were con- 
cerned about the length of time between 
pick-ups. 


"There seem to be some people who 


feel that it takes too long to get home 
from the shopping centers," Passolt said 
when the Idea was proposed. 


As a result, he recommended the 


shuttle bus stop at each shopping center 


every 30-45 minutes to pick up passen- 
gers. He explained the van would not 
have any definite route other than the 
scheduled pick-ups, but would drop pas- 
sengers at any bus stop they wished. 


CONJUNCTION WITH the new shuttle 


bus service, Passolt said he Intended to 
revise the schedule for the regular vil- 
lage bus. He said he Is not sure how this 
schedule will be altered. "I think there 
will be some revisions, but I don't know 
how many," he said. 


Passolt feels the van will improve the 


village bus service Initiated last Decem- 
ber. "By improving the return trip ser- 
vice from the shopping centers, it is my 
opinion that we will be able to increase 
bus volume," he said. 


In the first few months of operation, 


the number of residents riding the bus 
appears to have grown slowly but stead- 
ily. No surveys of cash collections or 
passenger load have been made since 
early in the year, so information is not 
available on the growth of the bus ser- 
vice in recent months. 


Passolt is planning to prepare a report 


on the bus In the next few weeks. He said 
other more pressing work has prevented 
him from preparing the report until 
recently. 


The major delay in starting the shuttle 


bus service was caused by the fact that 
the village wants a folding step for the 
van. The step must be custom made and 
has been difficult to find. The village 
hopes to locate someone to make the 
needed step or will have village employ- 
es make it themselves. 


"I'm really quite concerned about it," 


Passolt said. "It's really a high step for 
the elderly." 


The manager said he cannot give any 


date for the start of the new shuttle bus 
service but said it is possible the van 
may begin limited operation next week. 


Much of the cost of starting the bus 


service is being financed with federal 
revenue sharing funds. In the budget 
recently passed fay the village board, 
$35,000 was allocated to defray bus costs. 


Wheeling youth 3rd drowning victim 


A Wheeling youth was the third person 


to drown this summer while swimming 
In a gravel quarry just north of the vil- 
lage in Vernon.Township. 


The body of Lawrence Horcher, who 


would have been 16 tomorrow, 139 Sev- 
enth St., was recovered Monday after- 
noon from the quarry located on Aptakls- 
ic Road just west of Milwaukee Avenue. 
The drowning was reported at 1:24 p.m. 
The body was not recovered until 5:10 
p.m. 


The youth was reportedly swimming 


with friends when he drowned. He was 
taken to Condell Memorial Hbspital, Lib- 
crtyvllle, where he was pronounced dead 
on arrival. 


ALTHOUGH THE quarry has numer- 


ous no trespassing signs, it is a popular 
summer swimming place for young 
people from Wheeling and Buffalo-Grove. 


Sgt. Fred Zeason of the Lake County 


Sheriff's Police said It Is next to impos- 
sible to keep young people out of the 
quarry. He said that since the quarry is 
not fenced off, swimmers have no diffi- 
culty getting Into It. While police patrol 
the area periodically, his department 
does not have the manpower to post a 
full-time guard at the site, he said. 


"We've been towing cars away, we've 


been chasing kids away, and we've even 
had extra men in there when there have 
been large groups of kids in there," Zea- 
son said. "Sure it's helped up to a point. 
It's just like the kid that had his finger in 
the dike." 


Zeason said the quarry has been a 


problem for several years. "This has 
been going on ever since they dug those 
pits out there," he said. "It's just open 
and the owners could care less. That's 
all private property and the people who 
own it don't want to do anything with It. 
We can't put someone down there 24 
hours a day." 


WHEELING FIRE officials, who as- 


sisted in the underwater recovery of the 
bodies in all three drownlngs this sum- 
mer, said there have been drownlngs at 
the quarry in previous years. However, 
the number of drownlngs is not listed in 
official records. 


One major hazard of the quarry Is the 


fact that the water comes from under- 
ground springs which create pockets of 
cold water. Such cold pockets can cause 
cramps leaving the swimmer unable to 
swim to safety, according to officials. 


Zeason said he expects the swimmers 


to continue using the quarry until cold 
weather sets in. In fact, youths were re- 
ported to be swimming in the quarry 
minutes after the dead youth's body was 
recovered.

First day runs 
smoothly at 
new school

Chick Miller, principal of Buffalo 


Grove High School, woke up at 2:30 a.m. 
yesterday and couldn't go back to sleep. 


An English teacher beginning her fifth 


year of teaching yesterday confessed "I 
was so nervous I hardly slept at all last 
night." 


• Among the 1,400 freshmen, sophomore 
and juniors who make up the first stu- 
dent body at Buffalo Grove High School, 
there were many who confessed to more 
than the usual opening day jitters. "Sure 
I was nervous," a junior transferring 
from Hersey High School said. "It's con- 
fusing the first day." 


Despite the anxious moments spent by 


students and staff before Buffalo Grove 
opened for the first time yesterday, the 
morning progressed smoothly and by the 
time the first lunch period approached, 
Miller had started to relax. 


"I've waited 45 years for this day," the 


new principal said as he sat down for 
coffee after the second orientation as- 
sembly. "I walked through the building 
first hour and the kids were in class and 
the teachers were teaching. It looks like 
we're in business." 


TEACHERS AGREED the opening day 


was going surprisingly smoothly. "The 
students are remarkably able to find 
their way around," Jean Casey, an Eng- 
lish teacher, said. "They're taking the 
maps very seriously." 


Students In a study hall in the school 


cafeteria, an open room which looks out 
onto a landscaped courtyard, agreed that 
things were going fairly well, but they 
also said many students had been getting 
at least temporarily lost 


"The school is more spread out than 


Hersey," Steve Burger said, while one of 
his companions added, "I haven't gotten 
lost yet, but I'm sure I will" 


The upper classmen were also quick to 


add that they have already decided there 
are some things they would like to 
change at the new school. Buffalo Grove 
rules do not permit open campus, which 
would allow students to leave the 
grounds during free periods, and does 
not have a smoking area, something that 
is common at other schools. 


"Put 
down that we want open 


campus," a girt who was transferring 
from Wheeling High School told a report- 
er. "And we don't like not being able to 
talk in study hall." 


MILLER SAID there are no plans to 


allow open campus or to establish a 
smoking area at the school. In the ori- 
entation assembly for freshmen, be 
warned, "You'll hear some of the up- 
perclassmen say 'that's not the way we 
did it at Wheeling' or 'that's not the way 
we did it at Hersey,' but we're going to 
take the best things from both those 
schools and make that the Buffalo Grove 
way." 


Later Miller said he was not surprised 


there are some complaints about the lack 
of open campus, but added, "I predict 
that by Christmas they'll be glad they 
have this kind of school." 


Construction is still underway at Buf- 


falo Grove, with the fieldhouse, gym and 
theater yet to be completed. Construction 
workers and students were staying out of 
each other's way fairly well all morning 
and Miller says be expects all construe* 
tion to be finished soon. 


"We should have everything ready by 


the first of October," he said. "Until that 
time we'll have to Improvise." 
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Air travel rates to rise by 5 to 8 per cent

At least they waited for the major por- 


tion of the tourist season to end, but it 
appears the airlines are going to raise 
the cost of airplane travel, possibly as 
early as Sept. 15. 


The major airlines have made a for- 


mal request to Washington to allow them 
to raise their fares on all domestic 
flights which would add between $5 and 
$8 onto the cost of a $100 ticket. 
•Approval, or lack of disapproval, by 
the Civil Aeronautics Board (CAB) would 
moan the price Increase could greet pas- 
sengers on some flights as early as Sept. 
IS with other airlines charging more on 
Oct. 1. 


Tho Increases would not affect the 


price of international air travel, nor 
would It affect services provided passen- 
gers on U S. flights. 


Spokesmen for three big airlines — 


Trans World Airways (TWA) and United 
and American Airlines — said the in- 
creases would meet rising costs and a 
slump in business and move them closer 


toward a more realistic profit margin. 


THE PROPOSALS vary from 5 per 


cent Increases by United, Delta, Eastern 
and National Airlines; to 7 per cent by 
TWA and Continental; and 8 per cent by 
American. 


According to several sources, however 


it appears that any increases by the air- 
lines will be In the S per cent range be- 
cause fierce competition would prevent 
them from wanting to charge more mon- 
ey for a ticket, thus driving away busi- 
ness. 


According to a TWA spokesman, there 


arc several reasons for his company 
wonting a fare hike including deteriorat- 
ing economic conditions In the airline in- 
dustry, Increased costs, less people fly- 
Ing and the need to earn a more ade- 
quate return on its Investment. 


Tho first three reasons are common to 


any business. The devaluation of the dol- 
lar has cut International traffic and the 
general economic state of the American 
people has resulted In less passengers. 
Therefore, some airlines are suffering 


economic tosses. (American Airlines, for 
example, says it has lost more than $30 
million In the first six months of this year 
alone.) 


THE FOURTH reason — to earn a 


more adequate return on investment — 
has a different meaning for each airline. 
While some, as noted, are losing money, 
others are enjoying success. 


So far this year, TWA has earned $20 


million, or $6 million more than last year 
at this time, but still doesn't feel it is 
getting an adequate return on its in-

HOUSTON (UPI) — Sky lab's astro- 


nauts beamed back live television of Tro- 
pical Storm Delia Tuesday, showing the 
circular structure of Its swirling mass of 
clouds as it lashed the Texas Gulf Coast 
with heavy winds and rain. 


Alan L. Bean, Owen K. Garrlott and 


Jack R. Lousma televised Delia from 
their 270-mile high blrdseye viewpoint, 
saying the storm looked pretty wide- 
spread. 


"She's taken on a nice circular pat- 


tern," said Lousma. 


The pilot promised further updates on 


the storm as the station orbited the earth 
every 90 minutes. "We've followed her 
since her birth In the Yucatan Peninsula 
area and we'll continue to for the next 


few hours at least." The pilots also col- 
lected Information on a range of nature's 
wonders over 11,400 miles of lands and 
seas during their 14th and 15th earth sur- 
vey picture-taking sweeps. 


The astronaunts second photo sweep 


was a 2,000-mile survey over northern Co 
lombia and the Caribbean Sea, selecting 
data on tropical wave Christine. 


Christine, which was downgraded from 


a tropical storm, was first discovered 
last week by the Skylab 2 pilots off the 
northeast coast of South America. 


"Skylab scares the storms away," 


Bean said. 


"We've got one over here we'd like you 


to scare away," said ground commu- 
nicator Henry Hartsfleld in Houston.

Delia drenches Texas and Louisiana 


GALVESTON, Tex. UP! — Tropical 


Storm Delia struck the Texas coast with. 
70-mlle-an-hour winds, blinding rain and 
high tides Tuesday, but caused virtually 
no physical damage. Scattered flooding 
produced Isolated human hardship along 
300 miles of Louisiana and Texas coast- 
line. 


The only extensive damage was at 


Cameron, La., over 100 miles from the 
center of Delia's Impact with land, where 
six-foot tides forced about 8,000 residents 
Inland. 


Along the Texas coast, particularly In 


the Galveston-HIgh Island areas where 
the indistinct eye of the storm hit, 
beaches were evacuated briefly, but 
rcoccupied within two hours of the pas- 
sage of the storm. 


The storm struck in the mid-afternoon, 


but skies along the entire coast were 
clear by the late afternoon. 


The Texas Department of Public Safe- 


ty said highway patrolmen toured both 
Chambers and Galveston counties where 
the center of the storm hit and found no 
physical damage from the winds. How- 
ever, they said the heavy rain, which ap- 
proached a foot In isolated areas and to- 
taled at least five inches in all areas, 
closed numerous streets and highways. 


The community of Sablne Pass, Tex., 


at the Texas-Louisiana border on the 
coast, was evacuated before Delia hit be- 
cause high tides closed all highways out 
of the town. High water kept the high- 


ways closed through the night Tuesday, 
but officials said residents 
probably 


could return today. 


Officials of the Johnson Space Center 


outside Houston, just Inland from the 
coast, sent 8,000 employes home early 
and girded to control the Skylab 2 astro- 
nauts in an emergency situation. How- 
ever, the winds had fallen to 30-40 m.p.h. 
by the time they hit the space center and 
rains were the only problem. 


The National Weather Service said the 


tropical storm indirectly caused tor- 


nadoes and severe thunderstorms to 
form 200 miles inland In Texas and In 
Inland Louisiana. No damage was report- 
ed from those tornadoes. 


At 8 p.m., hours after Delia struck, a 


110-mlle-an-hour gust of wind struck Big 
Spring, Tex., 450 miles inland in the flat 
Texas High Plalnes. Howard County 
Deputy Sheriff Ronald Young said the 
wind gust rolled trailer houses over 
"until they broke up," broke windows 
In the downtown area and ripped down 


power and telephone lines. "We have 
multiple injuries," he said. Two deaths 
were reported. 


While Delia was drenching the Gulf re- 


gion, storm Christine weakened still 
more and was downgraded to the status 
of tropical wave. The storm left heavy 
rain In the Leeward Islands, caused the 
closing of schools as It passed over the 
Virgin Islands, and moved on toward 
Puerto Rico with continued heavy rain 
but relatively slow winds. 


Prisoners returned to cells 


MICHIGAN CITY, Ind. (UPI) 
- 


Guards backed by state troopers In riot 
gear returned 500 to 600 prisoners to 
their cells In Indiana State 
Prison 


Tuesday In an "orderly" operation. 


They planned to secure today the last 


group of prisoners who took part in a 
weekend rebellion. 


With at least 20 troopers standing by 


with shotguns, gas masks and riot hel- 
mets, prison guards put the Inmates 
back in cells in Cellblock "A" and then 
Cellblock "C." 


"It was orderly and no Incidents were 


reported," William J. Watt, news secre- 
tary to Gov. Otis G. Bowen, told news- 


men. "The situation seems to be good." 


Watt said authorities decided to defer 


the securing of Cellblock "D" until today 
so guards could search for contraband by 
daylight. Watt said he did not know what 
sort of contraband was being sought. 


State police would remain on standby, 


Watt said. 


The operation was carried out last 


night hi an atmosphere of tension follow- 
ing reports by some prison guards that 
unrest continued in the cellblocks. 


Watt said at least 13 state troopers 


made themselves highly visible to the 
prisoners, apparently to forestall any 
thoughts of further rebellion as the task

Helmeted policemen stood guard with 


riot gear at every entrance of the prison. 
Michigan City police with submachine 
guns and carbines also were outside the 
prison. One squad car held a German •

away from the prison, and one officer '. 
threatened to have their cars towed 
away. 


Governor Bowen told a news confer- 


ence in Indianapolis that the prison was 
"calm" Tuesday after the release of _ 
three hostages Monday night. 


"We avoided another Attica or Okla- 


homa," he said. But the governor added . 
the rebellion could be repeated. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The White 


House said Tuesday President Nixon's 
lawyers will file a written appeal Thurs- 
day to a court order that he turn over his 
Watergate tapes to a federal judge. 


U. S. District Judge John J. Sirica 


ruled last week that Nixon must submit 
the tape recordings to him so he could 
review them privately before deciding if 
they should be turned over to special 
Watergate prosecutor Archibald Cox. 


Deputy Press Secretary Gerald L. 


Warren told reporters that Nixon's law- 
yers, J. Fred Buzhardt and Charles Alan 
Wright, had decided on the form of their 
appeal, but Warren declined to elabo- 
rate. • 


The U. S. Circuit Court of Appeals, 


which will hear the White House appeal, 
Tuesday arranged an expedited schedule 
for dealing with the case to allow enough 
timo for a decision and appeal to the Su- 
preme Court before the term of the Wa- 
tergate grand jury ends in December. 


The court set oral arguments in the 


case for Sept. H and final papers in the 
appeal to be filed by Sept. 14. 


The president has refused to surrender 


the tapes on grounds of executive privi- 
lege. 


Senate Democratic Leader Mike Mans- 


field urged the committee and Nixon to 
meet in a new attempt to avert a con- 
stitutional clash over the tapes. He held 
out hope for a compromise under which 
the seven Watergate senators would lis- 
ten to the tape recordings but keep their 
contents confidential. 


At the same time, Mansfield disputed 


Nixon's suggestion that Watergate had 
become a congressional "obsession." He 
said Congress this year had been unusu- 
ally productive. 


It appeared unlikely yesterday that the 


Senate Watergate committee would in- 
clude Vice President Spiro T. Agnew In 
Its investigation. 


Chief counsel Sam Dash said he had 


talked with U. S. Attorney George Beall 
of Baltimore and concluded there was no 
evidence to warrant such a committee 
probe. 


Beall is investigating the Maryland 


kickback case to which Agnew has been 
linked. The attorney left yesterday for a 
vacation and was not expected back until 
Sept. 10, leaving the investigation at a 
virtual standstill. 


Deputy Press Secretary Warren said 


Tuesday that President Nixon is looking 
to Attorney General Elliot L. Richardson 
to oversee the Agnew Investigation and 
feels the White House should not com- 
ment. 


Richardson returned Tuesday from a 


New England vacation. A Justice De- 
partment spokesman said: "Everything 
in the Agnew case is exactly as it was 
when Mr. Richardson left on vacation 
last week. There are no decisions." 


Cholera toll reaches 17 dead 
Shellfish banned in Italy 


ROME (UPI) - The Health Ministry 


banned the sale and consumption of 
shellfish throughout Italy Tuesday In a 
bid to stop the spread of a cholera epi- 
demic. 


The outbreak has claimed 17 lives in 


eight days. Authorities said the death toll 
Included 10 In Naples, six In the Bar! 
area and one in Tlvoll just outside Rome. 
The capital reported one other case, a 45- 
year-old man who has already recov- 
ered. 


Florence, the Renaissance cradle city 


170 miles north of Rome, announced its 
first confirmed cholera case but local 
health officials expressed no alarm. 


It was the farthest north the disease 


has struck since it began in the Naples 
area as a result of cholera-infested mus- 
sels, authorities said. 


In Washington, the Defense Deport- 


ment said that as of Monday night the 
U.S. Navy had vaccinated more than 
177.000 Neapolitans at the Naples Sports 
Palace. It said 95 per cent of the Ameri- 
can community in Naples had been in- 
oculated. 


The 
Health Ministry's nationwide 


clampdown on shellfish came as Bari, a 
major port on the Adriatic across the 
Italian boot from Naples, recorded its 
fourth cholera death. 


The order forbids the Importation, 


gathering, transport, sale and supply of 
edible mollusks until further notice. It 
said doctors continue to determine that a 
large majority of the confirmed cholera 


Hepatitis menacing U. S. troops 


NUERNBERG, Germany (UPI) - 


Drug abuse has sparked a hepatitis epi- 
demic among U.S. troops in Bavaria, the 
frontier outpost of Western defenses, an 
Army doctor said Tuesday. 


Capt. Ward Gates, preventatlve medi- 


cine officer of the U.S. Army's 130th gen- 
eral hospital, said the contagion fanned 
by "needle freaks" could soon reach one 
out of every 50 soldiers and dependents 
in Northern Bavaria at its present rate 
of spread. 


"We are seeing a hepatitis epidemic 


despite pronouncements by officials that 
the drug problem has leveled off or is 
going down," Gates said. 


Hepatitis is an infectious Inflammation

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Through other eyes 


Foreign students start learning our ways

One Is small and quick, the other is tall 


and graceful. One primarily speaks the 
Spanish of hot, mountainous Costa Rica, 
while the other's articulate English bears 
only faint traces of Normandy French. 


Still, diversity Is the name of the game 


for Marvin Jimenez and Phlllippe BoUet, 
here as part of the American Field Ser- 
vice (AFS) foreign exchange program. 


Both boys arrived in the United States 


Aug. 9, along with SO other foreign stu- 
dents. Now, settled into their new homes, 
the boys reveal a diversity In back- 
grounds and personal goals. 


For Marvin, living with the William 


Anderson family, 112 Coral Ln., in 
Wheeling, the primary goal of the com- 
ing year is "to learn better English." 
While Marvin studied some English in 
his Barba, Costa Rica high school, he 
still gropes hesitantly with the language. 


By the end of the year stay, he hopes 


to speak the language with a positive ap- 
proach. According to Mrs. Anderson, 
Marvin already has progressed sig- 
nificantly. 


"When he first arrived here he could 


barely speak English at all. He's really 
Improved already," she said. 


None of the Andersons speak Spanish, 


so for the moment Spanish-American dic- 
tionaries are coming in handy around 


their residence. However, any temporary 
communication gaps appear to be offset 
by both Marvin's and the Andersons' en- 
thusiasm over the upcoming year. 


THIS IS MARVIN'S first major visit to 


a foreign country and his eyes sparkle 
enthusiastically as he tries to describe 
the differences between the U. S. and 
Costa Rica. 


"This country Is very different from 


my country. The people have a different 
culture from my country," he said. 


According to Mrs. Anderson, Marvin is 


overcoming an initial shyness about 
pointing out features of American life 
which surprise him. He opens up about 
things like American dress, food and 
geography which are very 
different 


from those In Costa Rica. 


One thing which he has mentioned 


about the U. S. Is the way women dress. 
Mrs. Anderson said Marvin was "very 
surprised to see girls wearing shorts and 
pants," since Costa Rlcan women almost 
always wear dresses. 


Although American food differs sig- 


nificantly from the Costa Rican variety, 
"dark bread is the only thing he has re- 
fused to eat so far," Mrs. Anderson said. 


The size of America and Its buildings, 


and the flatness of the Midwest also have 
startled Marvin. While recent hot weath- 
er may seem comfortably like the Costa 


,000 in improvements 


set for Kirk Center

Work is scheduled for this fall on Im- 


provements totaling $80,000 to the Sam- 
uel Kirk Center In Palatine. The im- 
provements will be financed by the 10 
area school districts that contribute to 
the funding of the school for handicapped 
children. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Special Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established In 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 2!, 15, 23, 25, 
18, M, 57,59,211 and 214. 


NSSEO Is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost Is determined by 
the district's average dally attendance 
and Its assessed valuation. 


John Wlghtman, NSSEO executive di- 


rector, yesterday said the organization 
has received pledges from all but four of 
the member school districts. 


THE SCHOOL BOARDS of districts 23, 


54, 57 and 23 are expected to tnke action 
on the matter this week, he said. The dls 
trlct has the option of agreeing to take 
their share of the cost of the Kirk Center 
Improvements out of operating funds on 
hand or levying a special two-cent tax. 
School districts may levy the tax without 
a referendum. 


Wlghtman said the planned improve- 


ments are things that were proposed In 
mo as part of the original plan for the 
center, but could not be completed at the 
time because of lack of funds. 


NSSEO plans to landscape the grounds 


of the school, Install swings,Climbing ap- 
paratus and a baseball diamond, fencing 
and construct a canopy to protect stu- 
dents from bad weather as they wait for 
buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there Is a large Indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
.pet!live games. 


WIGHTMAN SAID an architect has al- 


ready been hired to design the canopy 
shelter and he expects to open bids on 
the project In about two weeks. 


Depending on the amount of money re- 


ceived from the member school districts 
this fall, Wightman said somit .land- 
scaping will also be done tills year. The 
remaining Improvements will be done 
next summer. 


The Kirk Center Is a specie! school for 


children who are "tralnable mentally 
handicapped" (a child with a severe 
learning problem that prevents him from 
participating In a general education pro- 
gram) and "multiple handicappod chil- 
dren" (those with a physical and mental 
handicap). Before the center was built, 
most of these children were educated in 
(ho public schools. 


Rlcan climate to him, he eagerly awaits 
the chance to see some snow. 


"In Costa Rica there Is no snow — 


ever!" he said with a grin. 


Attending Wheeling High School also 


should be a very different experience for 
Marvin, who will be a senior. In Costa 
Rica the school year runs from March to 
November with classes six days a week 
from 7 a.m. to noon. 


Marvin has been impressed by the di- 


versity of classes offered in the Ameri- 
can school. 


To offset some of the strangeness, 


Marvin will have David and Karen An- 
derson as companions in the school. He 
is looking forward very much to starting 
classes. 
PHILIPPE BOTTET, who comes to 


the U. S. from Caen, in the Normandy 
region of France, also is looking forward 
to school as he begins his year as a for- 
eign exchange student. During the year, 
Philippe will be living with the Algi- 
manias Kezells family, 220 Stonegate 
Rd., in Buffalo Grove. 


Unlike Marvin, however, the foreign 


exchange experience should be some- 
what more familiar to Philippe, who has 
lived with families in both England and 
France. Philippe also speaks English 
fluently, perhaps partly because his 
mother teaches the language in France. 


For Pnilippe, who heard of the AFS 


program through his school in France, 
the year in America will provide the per- 
fect opportunity to decide which career 
he wishes to pursue. He already has been 
graduated from the equivalent of a high 
school in France, but right now he says 
"I change my mind every day," about 
what to study In college. 


While he Is obtaining a diploma from 


Wheeling High School, he jokes that he 
hopes to hear that "little voice" which 
will tell him what to do. 


Although Philippe said the trip to the 


U. S. was "marvelous," he appears to be 
reluctant to discuss his initial reaction to 
the country until he has had more time 
to become acquainted with the country. 


"My life in school will be the main 


focus of my life here and I have not real- 
ly begun that yet," he said. 


HOWEVER, LIKE Marvin, Philippe 


also already has been impressed with the 
variety of courses available to American 
high school students, in contrast to 
French academic programs. 


One Impression which Philippe seems 


very sure of already is a' high degree of 
satisfaction with his newly adopted fami- 
ly. The feeling also appears to be mu- 
tual. 


"Philippe is a total delight," Mrs. Ke- 


zells said. 


She added that the Kezells' have a spe- 


cial place in their hearts for France, and 
that "of all the countries in the world, we 
are very pleased that we have a foreign 
exchange student who comes from 
France." 


The good-natured teasing which has al- 


ready developed between Philippe and 
Robert Kezells, who will be a junior at 
WHS this year, bears witness to Mr. Ke- 
zelis statement that "Philippe has joined 
the family unit very quickly." 


"Ho is like one of our own children," 


he added. 


Continue Meadowbrook plastic bag plan 


A pilot program that replaces trash 


cans with plastic garbage bags has con- 
tinued In the Meadowbrook area because 
officials have not yet decided whether to 
expand the program throughout the vil- 
lage. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


has not had time to prepare a report on 
the garbage bag program. "I don't want 
to stop it until I know what we're going 
to do with It," he said. "It's Just being 
finalized. I'll have my recommendations 
finalized in about a week." 


According to Passolt, the three-month 


pilot program did not result in the ex- 
pected cost reduction for garbage collec- 
tion. "The problem Is It's going to cost 
more to the consumer, and the board is

ORIGINALLY, the plastic garbage 


bags were proposed as a way of reducing 
the cost of garbage collection. Village of- 
ficials said that since garbage collectors 
would only have to make one trip to the 
garbage truck, they could increase the 
speed of garbage collection and thu) re- 
duce costs. 


In announcing the program in April, 


Passolt said one of the main reasons for 
the pilot was that the cost of garbage 
collection was expected to go up. He said 
the Wheeling Disposal Company had 
asked for a 75 cents Increase In the 
monthly cost of garbage collection. 


The company Is now charging $3 a 


month for twicc-a-week garbage pick up. 
This figure has been in.effect since the 
last rate Increase in 1968. 


Apparently, the pilot program showed 


that plastic bags would not reduce cost 
as expected. Passolt said he would re- 
lease a cost analysis of the pilot program 
when he presented his report to the vil- 
lage board. He declined to release the 
Information until his report Is prepared. 


He did say, however, there would prob- 


ably be a cost Increase to the consumer 
no matter which method of garbage col- 
lection Is used. He said the board would 
have to decide between the two methods. 


RESIDENTS WHO participated in the 


program reacted favorably to the plastic 
bag approach in a survey that was dls- 
trlbu:ed in the Meadowbrook area. The 
survey showed about 80 per cent favored 
the ni'ogram, although some said they 
preferred trash cans if the plastic bags 
would increase their cost of garbage col- 
lection. 


According to the survey, the major

Schools to furnish free 
lunches for needy youths 


School Dlst. 21 children unable to pay 


the full price of lunches served in the 
schools will receive the meals free or at 
reduced prices. 


Dlst 21 serves Wheeling. Buffalo 


Grove and portions of Arlington Heights 
and Mount Prospect. 


Illinois law requires all public schools 


to provide free lunches or meals at a 
reduced cost to children from families 
whose income is at or below established 
guidelines. 


They are based on the number of chil- 


dren in a family and the family's annual 
income. 


In addition to families whose Income is 


at or below the guideline standards, fam- 
ilies with higher Incomes but with other 
unusual expenses may also be eligible 
for free or reduced-price meals. 


THE UNUSUAL EXPENSES that may 


be considered include exceptionally high 
medical expenses, shelter costs In excess 
of 30 per cent of Income, special educa- 
tion costs due to the mental or physical 
condition of a child and disaster or casu- 
alty losses. 


Application forms will be sent to par- 


ents. Additional copies will be available 
at the principal's office at each school. 
The information on the application will 
be confidential and used only for the pur- 
pose of determining eligibility. Appli- 
cations may be submitted any time dur- 
ing the school year. 


In certain cases, foster children are 


also eligible for free or reduced-price 
meals. A family with such children living 
with them should contact the school they 
attend.

Fitzgerald firing a 'politically expedient9 move

WASHINGTON, D.C. - New facia con- 


corning the controversial firing of Air 
Force cost analyst A. Ernest Fitzgerald 
point up dramatically (he role of person- 
al whims and political vlndictivcnoss In 
the decision-making at President Nixon's 
White House. 


The President and hU top White House 


aides have developed a reputation of cool 
buslness-llko efficiency In their decision- 
making. However, White House mcmos 
made public at the Watergate hearings 
show that In the Fitzgerald case, the de- 
cision was made after reliance on hap- 
aiard research, political expediency and 
whims of the White House Inner circle. 


Justice, due process of law and good 


business management didn't figure In the 
memo advising White House Chief of 
Staff H. R. (Bob) Haldcman on Jan. 20, 
1370, after Fitzgerald's firing to "let him 
bleed, for a while at least... any rush 
to'pick him up and put him back on the 
federal payroll will be tantamount to an 
admission of earlier wrong-doing on our 
part." 


The memo was written by Alexander 


P. Buttcrfleld, an aide to Haldeman. The 
current administrator of the Federal 
Aviation Administration told this report- 
er recently that he authored the memo 
"off the top of my head." 


"Haldeman asked roe about him Fitz- 


gerald), and I just gave him some Im- 
pressions I had that he was a kind of a 
rat for going outside the (Air Force) 
chain of command on the C-5A matter," 
Butterfield said. 


Butterfleld, who Is also a retired Air 


Force colonel, denied Haldeman's testi- 
mony that he "had good Air Force con- 
tacts" and had based bis memorandum 
on conversations with high level Air 
Force personnel. 


"I didn't know anything about the 


case, and I had no In-put from the Air 
Force," Butterfleld told this writer. "I 
gave Haldcman my views off the top of 
my head, and he asked me for a memo- 
randum and I was glad to do it." 


Butterfield had been a project officer 


on the much-investigated F-lll warplane 
contract. He said he has a long-time dis- 
taste for "rats" who take their problems

outside of the military establishment to 
Congress. 


"I didn't make any inquiry, and I 


didn't know Fitzgerald," Butterfleld said. 
"I've read about It in the papers. I gave 
Haldeman my views, and I never heard 
any more on it until it came up at the 
hearings. I don't know that It (the memo- 
randum) had anything to do with the de- 
cision not to reinstate Fitzgerald." 


In the memorandum Butterfleld wrote, 


he said, "... Fitzgerald is no doubt a 


topnotch cost expert but he must be giv- 
en very low marks in loyalty, and after 
all, loyalty is the name of the game." 


The Butterfleld memo came at a time 


others in the White House who had re- 
searched Fitzgerald's case had con- 
cluded the Air Force improperly claimed 
Fitzgerald's dismissal was due to a "re- 
duction in force," in which his job was 
abolished for economy reasons. 


A few months earlier, Fitzgerald had 


testified of the $2 billion In cost overruns 
on construction of the C-5A. He said he 
was dismissed solely for telling the truth 
to a congressional committee about Air 
Force mismanagement. 


U.S. Sen. William Proxmlre, D-Wls., 


chairman of the congressional committee 
that had heard Fitzgerald's testimony, 
claimed the dismissal was to punish 
Fitzgerald and make it difficult for con- 
gressional committees to obtain truthful 
testimony about military corruption and 
waste. 


Air Secretary Robert C. Seamans, Jr., 


refused to reconsider rehirlng Fitzgerald. 
Some White House aides had given con- 
sideration to hiring Fitzgerald for work 


on defense spending in the Office of the 
Bureau of the Budget at the time Halde- 
man made his inquiry of Butterfield. 


Fitzgerald has been "bleeding" for 


nearly four years now, fighting for rein- 
statement In his civil service job. The 
Air Force fought against an open hearing 
for Fitzgerald with the backing of the 
Nixon White House and has made numer- 
ous efforts to suppress evidence desired 
by Fitzgerald. 


The only reason Fitzgerald has been 


able to afford to fight for reinstatement 
for so long has been the legal support 
fro'ii the American Civil Liberties Union. 
The case finally has been heard and a 
decision is pending before Chief Civil 
Service Hearing Examiner Herman Stai- 
man. 


Butterfield, in his memo, claimed that 


In May, 1969, Fitzgerald met with a se- 
nior AFL-CIO official and revealed that 
he planned to "blow the whistle on the 
Air Force" for Its "shoddy purchasing 
practices" In the C-5A contract with 
Lockheed. Butterfleld now says he could 
not remember the source of that infor- 


mation and did not know If it was cor- 
rect. 


In the memorandum, Butterfleld con- 


cluded "we owe 'the first choice on 
Fitzgerald to Proxmlre and others who 
tried so hard to make him a hero." 


Copies of the Butterfleld memo went to 


Special Assistant John D. Ehrllchman, 
Henry Kissinger, Communications Direc- 
tor Herbert Klein, Special Counsel 
Charles W. Colson, Deputy Special As- 
sistant Lyn Nofziger, Deputy Commu- 
nications Director Jeb S. Magruder, and 
White House Press Secretary Ronald 
Zieglcr. 


If it was not researched on the merits, 


it was at least distributed widely enough 
to have considerable impact on the deci- 
sion-making process. 


At the time Butterfield was nominated 


and confirmed as FAA administrator, 
where he Is in charge of the nation's air 
safety programs, it was not known that 
he had any role in the controversial 
Fitzgerald case.

iLet's review pot laws 
'Hot line9 ten years old 


All over the country — and the 


world — lawmakers arc loosening 
their often ponderous grip on laws 
against marijuana and the result is 
a Hotter and more realistic attitude 
toward the controversial drug. 


Although no state has formally 


legalized the sale of marijuana 
some states have made the penal- 
tie? against private use so minimal 
as Jo make the offense as mild as a 
jaywalking ticket. 
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Even in areas of the most strin- 


gent prohibitions against mari- 
juana the weight of public opinion 
and law enforcement officials is 
changing. Texas, which once could 
send a man or woman to prison for 
life for simple possession of mari- 
juana, has now made the crime a 
simple misdemeanor. 


Here in Illinois the present laws 


arc properly scaled so that posses- 
sion of certain amounts of mari- 
juana carry different penalties. 
Thus the law is aimed at the seller 
of the drug and less so at the per- 
son who is caught with an amount 
of marijuana intended for personal 
use. In this state possession of less 
than 2.5 grams of marijuana is 
considered a misdemeanor. 


Loosening of laws against marl- • 


juana use by an individual seems 
inevitable as the country grows 
more and more accustomed to the 
drug and as Its use extends beyond 
the youthful drug subculture and 
into the homes of the middle class. 


Reliable experts in the field have 


predicted the eventual legal ac- 
knowledgment of marijuana as a 


popular hallucinogen, although it Is 
far too early to take that prediction 
as evidence that the drug's use 
should be condoned. 


In fact, it is for this exact reason 


of incomplete evidence on the drug 
that we believe marijuana should 
be denied lawful recognition. 


While we agree that individual 


possession of marijuana should not 
be treated as a major crime, the 
sale of the drug and possession of 
large amounts of it should still car- 
ry serious penalties. 


Much has been said about mari- 


juana as it compares to alcohol, 
another debilitating drug. But the 
argument about alcohol's dangers 
simply does not sway us to allow 
another, at least equally potent 
commodity, to be sold on the mar- 
ketplace. 


Instead of outright legalization of 


marijuana, we prefer a contin- 
uation of its present ban while rec- 
ognizing that small amounts in the 
possession of individual adults do 
not link that individual into the 
whole nasty business of addictive 
drugs. ' 


Doesn't it seem out of proportion?

Community Party boss Leonid Brezhnev. 


It Is a link composed of cables running 


from Washington through London and 
Helsinki to Moscow with two teleprinters 
at each end. There is a standby radio 


system. Satellite communication will be 
used as soon as the U.S. and Soviet sys- 
tems are synchronized. 


The Washington end of the line termi- 


nates in the National Military Command 
Center in the Pentagon where there is, 
right beside the machines, a telephone on 
which the President can be reached im- 
mediately no matter wh;re he Is In the 
world. 


The terminal at the Russian end is In 


the office of Brezhnev at Communist 
Party headquarters, across Red Square 
from the Kremlin, where he has his oth- 
er office. 


The "hot line" first was proposed offi- 


cially by the United States at the Geneva 
Disarmament Conference in 1962. The 
Russians became very interested in it 
after the Cuban missile crisis In October 
of that year. At that time, Soviet Pre- 
mier Nikita Khrushchev and President 
Kennedy found efforts to avoid a perilous 
confrontation were hampered by the 
need to use slow and awkward diplomat- 
ic channels which sometimes took many 
hours to deliver a message. 


The only known use of the hot line dur- 


ing a period of crisis came during the 
June 1967 war between Israel and the 
Arabs. President Johnson, in his mem- 
oirs, reported that he was awakened ear- 
ly in the morning of June S, 1967, by 
word from the Pentagon that the Rus- 
sians were on the hot line with urgent 
business. 


A perilous clash was averted on June B 


when a U.S. Navy communications ship 
was torpedoed off the Sinai Coast by Is- 
rael, which later asserted it was a mis- 
take. Johnson reassured Kosygln that 
U.S. warplanes were taking off from 
American carriers In the area only to aid 
the stricken American ship and not to 
enter the battle. 


At the closely-guarded post in the Pen- 


tagon, a team of three highly-skilled ser- 
vicemen always is on duty, sending test

messages In English 12 times a day on 
the even hours and receiving test mes- 
sages in Russian the same number of 
times on the odd hours. Each of the five 
three-man teams has a member very 
fluent in Russian and competent to trans- 
late to the President any message re- 
ceived from Moscow.

Condominiums receive different tax treatment 


by HOWARD A. TYNER 


WARSAW (UPI) - Poland Is working 


on plans for a western financed, multi- 
million dollar development that could 
make It a leading world copper producer 
by the early 1960s. 


Tho plan calls for construction of a 


mine, smelter, refinery and several pro- 
cessing mills in southwest Poland where 
rich mineral deposits were discovered In 
1957. 


Western experts who have visited the 


site and spoken with government offi- 
cials here My the project could Involve 
anywhere from S300 million to $1 billion 
and — II carried out — would be one of 
the largest East-West trade deals on 
record. 


"This will be a mammoth undertaking 


any way you look at It," Dr. Gabriel 
Hague, chairman of Manufacturers 
Hanover Trust Company of New York, 
told UPI recently after meeting Polish 
financial representatives. 


Officials of Poland's Heavy Industry 


Ministry, which Is handling the project, 
are reluctant to discuss the plans, but 
firms In the United States, Canada, Brit- 
ain, Japan and France arc Interested. 


Business sources say the government 


may decide by lato summer on the ex- 
tent of their Investment. Formal bids 
would then be submitted and the first 
contracts let by the end of 1973.

Condominiums have enjoyed a rapid 


rise in favor, during the past couple of 
years, because of tax considerations. 


They've won favor both as full-time 


residences and as income-producing pro- 
perties in resort areas — particularly in 
latter. 


The legal concept of ownership In con- 


dominium, though as ancient as Roman 
times, is quite new in the United States, 
and required enabling legislation hi each 
state. Today the enabling acts have been 
passed in all SO states, and "condos" 
have been popping up like mushrooms 
after a summer rain. 


The ownf of a condominium apart- 


ment, when he makes it bis full-time 
residence, enjoys all the tax and legal 
advantages of one who owns a house. He 
can make his own arrangements about 
mortgage financing. His real estate taxes 
and mortgage interest are deductible. 
And he can sell his property on his own 
terms — which is to say, the best he can 
get. 


BUT POTENTIAL investors should 


note that "substantial differences exist in 


the tax treatment of owner-occupied 
units and those held primarily for in- 
come production," it's pointed out by 
Coopers & Lybrand, the international ac- 
counting firm. 


The differences are — or can be — all 


on the side of income property. Typi- 
cally, a condo in a resort area that's ren- 
ted out, in season, to vacationers. Then 
you're allowed tax deductions not only 
for the usual mortgage Interest and real 
estate taxes, but for what the tax men 
call "directly related expenses." 


These include depreciation, mainte- 


nance, utilities and such travel as you're 
required to make (to Kaanapoli, say, or 
the Virgin Islands) to take care of busi- 
ness. 


But beware, if you're thinking along 


these lines, of a catch in the tax 
rules. It's in how the tax men define the 
word "primarily." 


You own, for example, a condo in a 


resort area with a three-month season. 
You rent it out for two months, spend 
one month there yourself. Is it primarily 
a rental property? 


NO, SAYS Coopers & Lybrand. "The 


IRS would regard it as held primarily for 
personal use in these circumstances. 


This makes an enormous difference in 


tax treatment As an example, the 
"directly related expenses" for the three 
months are: 


Mortgage Interest, $1,200; Real estate 


taxes, $600; Maintenance, $600; Utilities, 
$300; Depreciation, $1,200; Total, $3,900. 


Rent your condo apartment out all 


three months, at $1,000 a month, and you 
can deduct the entire $3,900 in expenses. 
That leaves no taxable rental Income to 
report, and a loss of $900 that you can 
use to reduce taxable income from other 
sources, such as salary. 


But occupy it one of the three months 


yourself, and you must allocate those' 
last three items of expense, totaling 
$2,100, between the period) of rental and 
of owner occupancy — that Is, two-thirds, 
and one-third, respectively. 


Since two-thirds of the $2,100 is allo- 


cated to rental expenses, you should 
have $1,400 to deduct But, say the IRS 
regulations, when your condo is not pri- 
marily a rental property, your total de- 
ductions cannot exceed total rent re- 
ceived. 


YOU BEGIN by taking your usuaj 


home owner's deductions for mortgage 
interest and taxes - $1,800. You received'. 
$2,000 In rent, therefore you may tak«% 
only an additional $200 fa deduction*,., 
rather than the full $1,400 of actual ex- ' 
penses. Nothing for depreciation. 


So If you've been thinking that a condo 


can be a nice investment, plus a deugbU 
ful vacation home — think again. The ' 
IRS won't let you have your cake and eat 
it 


Perhaps you could rafize full tax ad- 


vantages by occupying your condo only 
in the off season, for limited periods —. 
but get an opinion from the IRS or a far^ 
expert before even counting on that

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Anti-cholesterol drug has side effects 


Dear Dr. Lamb — How valuable Is At- 


romld-S (cloflbrate) to the health and eli- 
mination of excess cholesteroal in a 
woman's body? I am In my 60s and my 
doctor says I must take Atromld-S twice 
everyday In order to keep my cholesterol 
level down.

caused by your hardening of the arteries 
itself, which can also cause this problem. 
Your statement that you don't hove dizzi- 
ness when you don't take Atromld-S and 
that you do when you take it, strongly 
suggests that it is the Atromld-S. You 
should talk to your doctor about this and, 
perhaps, with a period of testing off the 
medicine, you can find out for certain 
whether the Atromld-S is related to your 
problem or whether It's really caused by 
your atherosclerosis and its affect on the 
balance centers and mechanisms respon- 
sible for dfezincss. 


You dJdrft mention your weight, but in 


general anyone who has any significant 
amounts of /at depsolts under their skin 
can decrease the cholesterol and blood 
fat level by adequate weight reduction. 
This Is often not as successful as it could 
bo because patients never really lose all 
of their excess fat. 


TO ACHIEVE the maximum benefits 


from fat reduction It's necessary to lose 
almost all of It. Otherwise, It's like try- 
ing to treat a severe diabetic with a very 
small dose of insulin. Although insulin Is 
a wonderful medicine, small doses will 
not control severe diabetes, and sim- 
ilarly, eliminating only a small amount 
of obesity will not significantly decrease 
blood fat and cholesterol levels. If you 
have evidence of /at around the small of 
the back or around the navel underneath 
tho skin, there are pounds you could lose. 


Despite tho value of medicines in low- 


ering cholesterol, I don't believe that 
they arc replacement for proper preven- 
tion of obesity and adjustment of the diet 
along the lines that have been recom- 
mended to prevent atherosclerosis. If 
these measures are properly carried out, 
medicine Is often not necessary. Doctors 
sometimes give medicine In desperation 


because their patients will not stay on 
the type of diet which will control their 
obesity and blood fat or cholesterol lev- 
els. Unfortunately, It is easier to give a 
pill than to teach people proper nutrition. 
Many patients would rather take a pill 
than do something about their eating 
habits. 
ealthough I am happy to endorse the 
proper use of medicines, I am not in fa- 


vor of using them as a substitute for cor- 
recting living patterns, which includes 
proper diet, body fat reduction, proper 
physical activity, and elimination of 
h a r m f u l habits, such as smoking 
cigarettes.

Not many husbands are taking up

But you do see more 
men shopping in supermarkets now. 
Some may feelithat the presence of a 
strong male is called for. to "ride shot-, 
gun" on cargo as valuable 'as'today's 
beef. But I suspect that most of them .

-shopping can stretch the food budget. 
': .WHATEVER THE reason,"one•of the 
few benefits of the current situation is 
the way it's made food a matter of par- 
ticipation and concern for the whole fam- 
ily. 


For centuries, of course, most families 


• devoted a part of their time and income 


to getting enough to eat on the table. Fa- 
thers and sons hunted meat and/or grew 
vegetables and other food crops; women 
f o l k 
raised chickens 
and cooked 


everything "from scratch." But, In re- 
cent years at least, getting enough to eat 
for most of use has Involved little more 
than trips to the supermarket. And 
though food prices seemed high, they 
took a relatively small percentage of the 
average family's total income. 


Now, all that has changed. More foods 


cost more — in many cases, a whole lot 
more. And more foods are hard to find. 
This Is, admittedly, frightening and frus- 
trating for all of us. And nobody could 
welcome an abundance of food at lower 
prices more than I would. 


However, as long as the problems do 


exist, there is a little comfort in dis- 
covering tha more husbands and chil- 
dren are taking a helpful interest in 
shopping and cooking. Today's crises' and 
prices may .-bring-about what feminism 
never could: a more cooperative and plu- 
ralistic "we" approach to matters'-that 
were once-considered:the sole province 
of "good old mom" in "her" kitchen.. 


AS FOR OTHER small plus .features, 


most of us'are'eating just a little less. 
Since obesity.is'a'major health problem 
in this country, It just may prove benefi- 


, clal for some of us at least .'live off the' 
fat of the land," as long as it's our own. ' 


Many, of us are shopping more in- 


telligently, too. True, some super-shop, 
pers have always bought groceries as 
cannily as purchasing agents. But now 
those of us who tended to waste a little 
here and there are putting more thought 


into finding better buys. Food processors 
report, for example, that there is a tre- 
mendous expansion in demand for larg- 
er, more economical sizes. 


Many of us are also experiencing the 


joys of "growing our own," even If "our 
own" Is just a few Jars of herbs on a 
window sUl or a potted tomato plant. 


Most of us are discovering new foods. 


Now that the question is no longer 
"guess who's coming to dinner" but 
"guess what's coming for dinner," we're 
buying everything from buffalo steaks 
and frog legs to more liver. At least it 
makes for variety.' 


But perhaps most important of all, 


many of us are re-discovering a sense of 
wonder and appreciation for good home 
cooking..Supermarket convenience foods 
are fine, but few if any approach the 
quality, flavor and economy that can be 
ours with a bit of extra effort.

Chris DeVoney Is a hockey official 


waiting for the break that will per* 
manently keep him In the company of 
National Hockey League veterans Bruce 
Hood, John D'Amlco and Ron Wicks. 


For seven days last month DeVoney 


was sldc-by-slde with his Idols at the 
Harvey School for Referees In Katonah, 
N.Y. 


"It was amazing, the 20-year-old resi- 


dent of Des Plalnn bubbled. "In that 
wttk alone, I probably learned more 
than I have for the three years I've ret- 
fed In the park district leagues around 
here." 


DeVoney has his heart set on someday 


becoming a full-fledged National Hockey 
League official and from his attitude, 
there's no way he'll fall short of his goal. 


"I have a great love and respect for 


tho sport," tho Maine West grad said. 
"You have to, otherwise you don't belong 
In It." 


Since Chris was eight years old, he's 


been involved in what many consider to 
be the fastest-moving game around. "I 
was a goaltender for a while, but I guess 
I've always wanted to officiate this 
sport." 


So with 155 dollars, the S-foot-7, 190- 


pounder boarded a jet for the one-hour 
and 15-mlnute flight to New York. 


"The thing that Impressed me most 


upon my arrival at camp was the com* 
radfshlp brtween the officials," DeVo- 
ney said. "That striped jersey Is a sign 
of unity. The linesmen protect the refer- 
ee and vice versa. 


"There was both classroom and on-the- 


Jce Instruction," he continued. "Our av- 
erage day began at about 7 a.m. with 
calisthenics. Boy, are they Important 


"To officiate in the NHL, you've got to 


be able to do 80-90 shups, 30-50 pushups 
and 43-60 squat jumps In two-minute in- 
tervals. They also time you for a mile 
and ooe-half and If you can't run It In

around nine minutes, you can pack your 
bags and head home." 


And that's only the physical end of his 


hoped-for job In the big leagues. The 
mental portion is decisive judgment and 
a two-inch thick rule book that must, in 
fact, be memorized. 


"As pan of our on-the-job training," 


Chris said, "a couple of us were on the 
Ice with either Hood, D'Amlco or Wicks 
while retting the high ichool games that 
were being played at night 


"My first 12-mlnute shift on the ice, 


one of the players was tripped on a 
breakaway from behind and the penalty 
or penalty shot was my call. I didn't 
really know whether or not to call a pen- 
alty shot since they're BO rare, but Ron 
Wicks skated over to me and asked, 
'You're going to call a penalty shot, 
aren't you?' That definitely made up my 
mind." 


An official of the game Is not wearing 


a suit of armor when be sacrifices life 
and limb between two or more brawling 
players or from the sharp blades, sticks 
and hard rubber pucks. 


"Actually, the only equipment I wear 


are shin guards and knee protectors," 
DeVoney said. "Some officials wear 
ankle guards, but I don't." 


Chris would have liked to have been 


donning a helmet, a mask and gloves at 
various games In his brief career. He 
wean scon to remind him of those epi- 
sodes — 23 stitches on the scalp line, fin- 
ger, chest and knee — not to mention the 
four or five times he's been knocked nn- 
eondoni by the pack. 


It's usually the linesmen who are-re- 


sponsible for breaking up fisticuffs. "The 
referee doesn't get Involved because he 
must assess the penalties during the 
fight," Chris explained. "The linesmen 
must get between the two fighters and 
physically separate them. Of course, the 
biggest threat Is a melee when everyone 
breaks up in pairs and starts fighting." 


Why is it that some linesmen will allow 


two players who have been going at each 
other all night to battle unlnhlbitedly? 


"There's a couple reasons," DeVoney 


said. "First of all, their emotions have 
probably been building to a boiling point 
and by letting them fight, the score 
might be finally settled between them. 
Secondly, it might help tire them out and 
make them less of a nuisance the rest of 
the game." 


The struggle to the top of the National 


Hockey League In the officiating ranks Is 
a long, hard climb. Chris will spend the 
next three or four yean working the mi- 
nor leagues — obtaining valuable experi- 
ence and hopefully Interesting one of the 
many scoots who will watch him in ac- 
tion. 


"I think Fm at an ideal age," the 20- 


year-old enthusiast said. "The average 
age for retirement is about 42-45 years 
old and by then, you should have spent 
about 15-20 years officiating, so I'm right 
on schedule." 


Chris was heavily scouted at the train- 


ing camp he recently attended in New 
York. The NHL does make exceptions to 
the three or four year braining school in 
the mtoors for very talented officials. 


In that case, Chris DeVoney may be 


wen aimd of schedule. 


Timmons to say that Wei's "going to be 
good, mighty good."

EVKKY FRIDAY afternoon, from late 


May or early Juno all the way up to Nov. 
1. Gcno and Dorothy Small load a few 
groceries Into the car and drive straight 
to East Dubuquc, 111. There they board 
their 30-foot River Queen houseboat, 
their weekend "summer cottage." 


The Smalls live in Waukcgan and 


they've been enjoying the Mississippi 
River for nearly 23 years, almost every 
weekend from spring to winter. 


There arc a lot of ways to "use" a 


river, but this family, and perhaps hun- 
dreds of others we haven't yet had a 
chance to meet, really know how to "en- 
Joy" a river. 


The Small family, two teenage IOBI 


and one joungtr daughter, meet three 
other families of "river rats" for their 
ueckeniM, anil over this summer they 
hove "discovered" and Improved their 
awn special tandhar down rher from 
East Duhuque. 


None of the group "regulars" can re- 


member how many different sandbars 
they have used as seasonal favorite over 
th3 joars of their friendship with each 
other and the Mississippi River. Al- 
though they remember ono in particular. 


"You can't belles c how frightening It 


was," says Gene Small. "Wo were 
moored on a 'new' bar. The dredges had 
built the bar with sand out of one of the 
shipping channels and built It up Into a 
reality good looking mooring. The sand 
was clean and beautiful. It looked tailor 
mode. It was a mistake no won't ever 
make again." 


George's wlfo Jean, ono of the three 


Rockford couples in the group, remem- 
bers too — and until one of their sand- 
ban each spring has proved Itself safe 
and substantial, she wears her ski belt, 
oven nhllc sipping a beer in a lounge 
chair on shore. "It was absolutely pet- 
rifying," she said. "It felt Ilko an earth- 
quake. The ground was actually breaking 
away right below us and when we all 
went scrambling for our boats, the 
kept breaking away right under our 
feet!' 


Uhat the group etentually readied, 


win that the sandbar was to new that It 
had not had time to icltle, more or less 
permanently. The title of the river had 
hren working against the base of the bar. 
out of thrlr sight, and apparently cut 
auay enough of the bottom to cause the 
seemingly stable top to begin breaking 
a way. 


The turbutcnco of the river's destruc- 


tion of the man made sandbar even drag- 
ged ono little girl under water and depos- 
ited her upstream of the bar, where they 
recovered her, scared but safe. She had 
traveled with the rolling chunks of sand 
underwater and out of sight of the horri- 
fied group until the tide of the river 
rolled her back to the surface. 


But with that single exception, the four 


families have nothing but love, and ire-

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mendous respect, for Mark Twain's riv- 
er. 


The "regulars" arc a party of three 


houseboats and a cruiser. Keith and Lois 
Hazzard, Bob and Carol Hribal and 
George and Jean Stlndee are all from the 
Rockford area and have a slightly snort- 
er trip to the river than the Smalls. 
Thus, it is usually one of the first three 
who arrive early on Friday to "reserve" 
the group's sandbar. 


The shoreline and the sandbars of the 


Mississippi River are all Federal proper- 
ty, available to everyone, so there is 
really nothing to slop any passerby from 
enjoying any sandbar on the river. Yet 
there, (or the most pan, Is a sort of un- 
spoken agreement among Mississippi 
River boaten which respects the proper- 
ty of regular habitants. 


Each spring the four men of the group 


tour the Mississippi upstream and down- 
stream from Charlie's Boat Dock where 
all their boats are moored, looking for a 
suitable site. Once discovered, they move 
on it and begin making it their summer 
playground. 


The only semi-permanent and visible 


improvement they make arc the two tall 
poles which serve as posts for the vol- 
leyball net. The rest are not so visible. 
They seriously clean up their sandbar. 
They dispose of all the ordinary trash 
that has collected, cither through acci- 
dent or neglect. They relocate timbers, 
loose brush and other flotsam to clear a 
small beach area. By the time we visited 
their sandbar, the semi-serious volleyball 
competition had blended the natural hard 
sand Into a deep, soft footing that was 
everything you would want a sand beach 
to be. 


When the work Is done, and it's a 


weekly chore, It's time for the co- 
plctcly unplanned, and often Irrational 
routine of the weekend. Somewhere be- 
tween the Bloody Mary's and the evening 
cocktails, there Is fishing, volleyball, riv- 
er touring, swimming, water skiing, hik- 
ing, sunbathing, conversation and Just 
plain sleeping in the sun. 


On the day our family visited, by 


vitatlon, this far from monastic sanc- 
tuary, the group had motored down river 
to the famous Chestnut Mountain Ski 
Lodge on the river. They rode the ski lift 
up to the lodge and enjoyed breakfast 
overlooking the wide expanse of the riv- 
er. 


After breakfast, some of the men 


fished, while the women enjoyed one of 
their favorite relaxations. They go t Into 
their small "one man" yellow rubber 
rafts and floated down the river. By pro- 
arrangement, one of the men would meet 
them In one of the several runabout 
boats and tow them back to the sandbar. 


The evening before our visit, three 


couples had taken Jon xoats for a tour of 
tho bays and backwaters of the river, 
exploring places that can't be reached by 
any kind of craft that draws much more 
than three inches of water. Incidentally, 
although all of the "regulars" have btxk 
spending summers on tho river nearly as 
long as the Small family, they still man- 
aged to get lost twice during their tour. 


Gene Small says: "That's one of the 


greatest things about this old river. It is 
never the same. It's always changing. 
Something you sec one year, or even one 
week or one day, not not, in fact, probab- 
ly will not, be there a day or a week or a 
year later!" 


The group doesn't worry much about 


storms. Says Small: "Almost always the 
storms come out of the same sky with 
the same conditions. Wo are hardly ever 
surprised. So we can prepare for them — 
secure the smaller boats, put out nxtrn 
anchors on the big boats and then wait 
them out." 


Although this particular group could 


probably have been friends under any 
conditions, there is little doubt that The 
Big River contributes much more than 
fishing or boating. 


The river Is the great leveler, tho lead- 


er, the guy in charge. Under his om- 
nlclcnt command, everyone Is equal, 
without rank or favor. The day's activi- 
ties go absolutely according to his direc- 
tions and moods. The river is in charge, 
without question and without ballot. 


Obviously, It beats the devil out of 


electing a chairman from among mere 
mortals, with whom one might tend to 
disagree.

Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic' 


by WAYNDALYN RICE 


The Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
plause from 70 faculty members when he 
told them the faculty must work for a 
greater voice In determining how the col 
lego Is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


The faculty senate Is a non-union or- 


ganization of the school's ISO full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually in salary negotiations. 
The board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he said. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper Is listed as among 
the SO schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities in the country. "We are In 
the select company of the Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
said. 


The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
Ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges in the 
state," he said.' '"•. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation In the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying,' "1 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator Is so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about SO non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large' 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that It will waste even 
more money on ill-concevied programs 
ppd dp'°-~i»o»l p»««.~-•- »o -p<—i.it o-rt 
keep students—any student—who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend in ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad Institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schoc's 
of the 1950's were destroyed after tie 
rise of Sputnik."

Wheeling youth 3rd drowning victim 


A Wheeling youth was the third person 


to drown this summer while swimming 
In a gravel quarry Just north of the vil- 
lage In Vernon Township. 


The body of Lawrence Horcher, who 


would have been IS tomorrow, 139 Sev- 
enth St., was recovered Monday after- 
noon from the quarry located on Aptakis- 
Ic Road just west of Milwaukee Avenue. 
The drowning was reported at 1:24 p.m. 
The body was not recovered until 3:10 
p.m. 


The youth was reportedly swimming 


with friends when he drowned. He was 
taken to Condell Memorial Hbspital, Llb- 
crtyville, where he was pronounced dead 
on arrival. 


ALTHOUGH THE quarry has numer- 


ous no trespassing signs, it is a popular 
summer swimming place for young 
people from Wheeling and Buffalo Grove. 


Sgt. Fred Zeason of the Lake County 


Sheriff's Police said it is next to impos- 
sible to keep young people out of the 
quarry. He said that since the quarry is 
not fenced off, swimmers have no diffi- 


SIONS POSTED AT the quarry on 
Aptikiiic Road and Milwaukee Ave- 
nue have not discouraged young 
people from swimming. Three persons 
havn drowned this summer, the third 


on Monday. Although Lake County 
Sheriff's Police patrol the area regu- 
larly, they -say they cannot keep 
swimmers out of the quarry unless it 
Is fenced off. 


cutty getting into it. While police patrol 
the area periodically, his department 
does not have the manpower to post a 
full-time guard at the site, he said. 


"We've been towing cars away, we've 


been chasing kids away, and we've even 
had extra men In there when there have 
been large groups of kids in there," Zea- 
son said. "Sure it's helped up to a point. 
It's just like the kid that had his finger in 
the dike." 


Zeason said the quarry has been a 


problem for several years. "This has 
been going on ever since they dug those 
pits out there," he said. "It's just open 
and the owners could care less. That's 
all private property and the people who 
own It don't want to do anything with it. 
We can't put someone down there 24 
hours a day." 


WHEELING FIRE officials, who as- 


sisted in the underwater recovery of the 
bodies in all three drowntngs this sum- 
mer, said there have been drownlngs at 
the quarry In previous years. However, 
the number of drownlngs Is not listed in 
official records. 


One major hazard of the quarry is the 


fact that the water comes from under- 
ground springs which create pockets of 
cold water. Such cold pockets can cause 
cramps leaving the swimmer unable to 
swim to safety, according to officials. 


Zeason said he expects the swimmers 


to continue using the quarry until cold 
weather sets in. In fact, youths were re- « 
ported to be swimming in the quarry 
minutes after the dead youth's body was 
recovered.

Foreign students start learning our ways

Oae U small and quick, the other Is tall 


and graceful One primarily speaks the 
Spanish of hot, mountainous Costa Rica, 
while the other's articulate English bears 
only faint traces of Normandy French. 


Still, diversity is the name of the game 


for Marvin Jimenez and PhlWppe Bottet, 
here as part of the American Field Ser- 
vice (AFS) foreign exchange program. 


Both boys arrived in the United States 


Aug. 9, along with 90 other foreign stu- 
dents. Now, settled into their new homes, 
the boys reveal a diversity In back- 
grounds and personal goals. 


For Marvin, living with the William 


Anderson family, 112 Coral Ln., In 
Wheeling, the primary goal of the com- 
ing year Is "to learn better English." 
While Marvin studied some English In 
his Barba, Costa Rica high school, he 
still gropes hesitantly with the language. 


By the end of the year stay, he hopes 


to speak the language with a positive ap- 
proach. According to Mrs. Anderson, 
Marvin already has progressed 
sig- 


nificantly. 


"When he first arrived here he could 


barely speak English at all. He's really 
Improved already," she said. 


None of the Andersons speak Spanish, 


so for the moment Spanish-American dic- 
tionaries are coming in handy around 


their residence. However, any temporary 
communication gaps appear to be offset 
by both Marvin's and the Andersons' en- 
thusiasm over the upcoming year. 


T1IIS IS MARVIN'S first major visit to 


a foreign country and his eyes sparkle 
enthusiastically as he tries to describe 
the differences between the U. S. and 
Costa Rica. 


"This country is very different from 


my country. The people have a different 
culture from my country," he said. 


According to Mrs. Anderson, Marvin is 


overcoming an initial shyness about 
pointing out features of American life 
which surprise him. He opens up about 
things like American dress, food and 
geography which are very different 
from those in Costa Rica. 


One thing which he has mentioned 


about the U. S. is the way women dress. 
Mrs. Anderson said Marvin was "very 
surprised to see girls wearing shorts and 
pants," since Costa Rlcan women almost 
always wear dresses. 


Although American food differs sig- 


nificantly from the Costa Rlcan variety, 
"dark bread Is the only thing he has re- 
fused to eat so far," Mrs. Anderson said.

The dls 
trict has the option of agreeing to take 
their share of the cost of the Kirk Center 
Improvements out of operating funds on 
hand or levying a special two-cent tax. 
School districts may levy the tax without 
a referendum. 


Wightman said the planned improve-

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School's open 


New junior high school opens its doors

A small group of adults gathered 


around an alarm clock to synchronize 
their watches. They then dispersed In all 
directions, fanning out Into the not-yet- 
completed building. That was the open- 
Ing of Friendship Junior High School yes- 
terday. 


The new Dlst. 59 school in Des Plaines 


opened ltd doors for the first time yester- 
day to more than 625 youngsters, ending 
a wait to got into the building that start- 
ed In January. 


The broken promises, bad weather and 


construction delays that had been typical 
since construction began were forgotten. 
And as If to make up for all that earlier 
confusion, the first day of school was 
smooth, extremely organized and virtual- 
ly flawless. 


The building is complete, except for 


the gym and auditorium, which won't be 
ready for a few months. There are a few 
minor spots In the building that need ad- 
justments, the major item being the 


school's clock and Intercom system, 
which Isn't working yet. 


SINCE THERE ARE no clocks, there 


are no bells. "So teachers check their 
watches against an alarm clock in the 
main office, according to Friendship's 
principal, Robert Brower, and go by 
their watches all day." 


Brower was on hand to greet the 


school's new students as they poured into 
the building. He was usually surrounded 
by a group of children — asking how to 
get to their homerooms. 


Once students found out where their 


homerooms were, many used the re- 
maining time before school to walk 
around their new building and get ac- 
quainted. Many others, who had seen the 
school before, gathered into small groups 
to discuss their new surroundings. 


The first thing one notices upon enter- 


Ing the school Is the abundance of bright 
colors. The halls, classrooms and library 
are carpeted in orange, with much of the 


Expected parking garage 
study to cost $12,000

A 112,000 study for a parking garage on 


Elllnwood Avenue in downtown Des 
Plaines will be undertaken by the con- 
sulting engineering firm of M. W. Loch- 
nor Co., providing city officials approve 
the idea. 


Passage of the required authorization 


for the study was expected to take place 
last night; the city council's building and 
grounds committee already has decided 
to recommend a go-ahead on the study to 
the full council. 


The proposed parking area will be con- 


structed on property bounded by Lee and 
Pearson streets, Elllnwood Avenue and 
the Chicago and North Western railway 
tracks. 


The facility will be located adjacent to 


the proposed "Suporblock" commercial 
and retail development.

Szabo said Friday it Is Important that 


the city begin tho study immediately. 


The study will determine how much 


parking is needed for the area, traffic 
patterns, possible future expansion and 
the total cost for tho structure. 


The Lochner firm will prepare a basic 


sketch for the facility, detail costs and 
financing methods. 


"It Is important to note that the deck 


should be open at the time the office and 
commercial space is occupied. Any 
serious deviation from such a schedule 
can create problems for the parking sys- 
tem or for the Mall Corporation," the 
proposal stated. 


IT IS ANTICIPATED that the facility 


will be financed through revenue bonds, 
which would allow the garage to be paid 
off through parking fees. 


The engineering firm also presented 


proposals for the parking deck to be built 
adjacent to the new city hall. Szabo's 
committee put off action on that facility. 


The city has planned to build a two- 


story parking garage along with the pro- 
posed city hall and police station com- 
plex. 


The Lochner proposal states that the 


city facility will accommodate 140 cars 
for city hall and an additional 26 parking 
spaces for police vehicles. 


The firm estimates that the garage will 


cost $388,000, with a planning and engi- 
neering fee of about $25,000. 


It Is expected that this facility will also 


be paid for with revenue bonds. No final 
decision has been made on when action 
will be taken on the city hall parking 
facility.

According to Brower, the main thrust' 


of the school this year will be to give the 
student a "positive attitude toward learn- 
ing." 


To accomplish that goal, Brower has 


extended the time students spend In 
homeroom to 25 minutes at the beginning 
of the day and 10 minutes at the end of 
the day. Students can also gather in the 
homeroom area during the second part 
of the lunch period to talk to teachers, 
other students or play games that will be 
provided, such as Monopoly, checkers or 
cards. 


"Sometimes Junior high can become 


too impersonal," said Brower, who is a 
14-year veteran with Dlst. 59. "At the 
end of the day, students tend to leave 
without even saying goodbye to anyone. 
We hope to eliminate that by giving the 
students a home base to touch before 
leaving school for the day," he said. 


THE VALUE OF the extra homeroom 


time was obvious in Dianne Turausky's 
seventh grade homeroom class. After the 
usual roll call was taken and other class 
information was distributed, students 
still had time left to get acquainted — 
which they did through a game organized 
by Mrs. Turausky. When the game was 
over, the students appeared more re- 
laxed, and ready to settle down to class. 


The halls were busier than usual yes- 


terday as workmen moved from one end 
of the building to the other, trying to be 
as Inconspicuous as possible. Dist. 59 
School Supt. James Erviti and Assistant

Protest board's refusal to talk 
160 teachers picket junior high 


Responding to the union call for action, 


more than 160 East.Maine Elementary 
School Dist. 63 teachers picketed in front 
of Gemini Junior High School yesterday. 


Since last spring, the district's teach- 


ers have been protesting the school 
board's refusal to negotiate working con- 
ditions such as class sizes, grievance 
procedures and evaluation procedures. 
They held some rallies and demonstra- 
tions, but action died down over the sum- 
mer months. 


This school year's action program, as 


outlined by the district's teacher's union, 
the East Maine Education Association 
(EMEA), fregan with yesterday's demon- 
stration. 


After the protest, teachers attended an 


Institute day at Gemini, but refused to 
applaud any administration speakers. 
They did applaud the guest speaker, Wil- 
liam Koehnline, president of Oakton 
Community College in Morton Grove.

row. 


ASSISTANT SUPT. Donald Stettlna 


said he could not speak for the adminis- 
tration, but "I would have expected 
simple courtesy," he said. He added that 
the teachers did have the right to ex- 
press their feelings, but thought it should 
have been done another way. 


Supt. G. Allen Gogo was unavailable 


for comment yesterday.

ALBRECHT defeated Ptl. Michael 


Lambeau for the presidential spot Past 
president William Spyrison did not run 
for a second term. 


Albrecht said he will be concerned

Ing conditions for police and relations 
with city officials. 


Albrecht also said CCPA and city bar- 


gaining teams should begin negotiating a 
new patrolman's contract in late Novem- 
ber. 


City and CCPA bargainers reached ac- 


cord on the current contract last April. 
Police received a 5.5 per cent wage hike 


raising average patrolmen's monthly pay 
to $1,122.

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Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic'

The Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school Into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
Institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
plause from 70 faculty members when he 
told them the faculty must work for a 
greater voice in determining how the col 
lego is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


The faculty senate Is a non-union or* 


ganlzatlon of the school's 150 full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually In salary negotiations. 
The board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he said. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper is listed as among 
the SO schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities in the country. "We are In 
the select company of the Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
said. 


The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, Is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out. Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges in the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em* 


phasls on "management," saying, "1 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator is so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
Industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about 50 non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on ill-concevied programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to si- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend In ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after the 
rise of Sputnik."

Future of local agency may hang on meeting tonight

The future of Elk Grove Village Com- 


munity Service may be decided at a 
meeting tonight between the village 
board of trustees and the Community 
Service board of directors. 


Several village officials, especially 


Pros. Charles Zettck, have been critical 
recently of Community Service's per- 
formance — or rather its lack of per- 
formance. 


Earlier this year, Community Service 


reorganized to permit the establishment 
of the Elk Grove-Schaumburg Townships 
Mental Health Center. Since the mental 


health center was started, the role of 
Community Service has been diminished. 


The agency has lost its post momen- 


tum, it has almost no on-going programs 
and It has no office facilities. 


Zettek said he did not know what 


would come out of the meeting, scheduled 
for 8 p.m. in the village hall, but said he 
wanted to determine what the relation- 
ship was between the village, Community 
Service and the mental health center. 


He said he was not opposed to the men- 


tal health center, but did' not want the

Final school budget shows 
tax cut for homeowners 


The final draft of a $15 million 


Schaumburg Township School Dlst. 54 
budget shows taxpayers can look forward 
to an approximate $5 tax decrease. 


Dlst. 54 board members have an 8 p.m. 


hearing Thursday on the budget for the 
1073-74 school year at the administrative 
offices at 804 W. Bode Road, Schaum- 
burg. 


Copies of the budget are open for pub- 


lic Inspection at the office. 


The budget shows a $3 million Increase 


In spending above last year's budget and 
the final draft of the budget that will bo 
proposed Is II million more than the first 
proposed $14 million budget. 


MARVIN LAPICOLA. assistant super- 


intendent of finance, said preliminaries 
of the budget did not reflect raises in 
teachers salaries. A recently approved 
contract between teachers and the dis- 
trict raised the teachers salary fund 
from $9.4 million to $10.1 million. The 
salaries are in the $13,358,630 educational 
fund, the largest portion of the budget. 


A $1 million Increase In state aid for 


the district will bring the revenue up to 
$15 million said Laplcola, but expenses 
have also Increased. 


Dlst. 54 expects to spend $479,700 to 


bus children this school year and will re- 
ceive $431,000 in revenue for the trans- 
portation fund with a $48,700 deficit In 
that fund.. 


Laplcola said the district does not In- 


tend to charge students for field trip 
transportation. 


HE SAID THE district expects to 


spend $1,211,500 on buildings and mainte- 
nance and $210,000 for the Illinois Munici- 
pal Retirement Fund. The budget shows 
a $25,000 surplus. 


The districts assessed valuation Is esti- 


mated at $282 million Last year's as- 
sessed valuation was $208 million. 


Laplcola said taxes will be lower but 


not because of a drop in the $2.77 per 
$100 assessed valuation levied last year. 
"It's because the district's total assessed 
valuation has jumped substantially in the 
last year," he said. 


He explained that tax reductions are 


usually the result of a rate drop for ev- 
ery $100 of equalized assessed valuation. 
"This has not happened but with the 
great Increase in the total assessed val- 
uation taxpayers pay less because there 
are more people paying," he said.

ing on projects or counseling clients, for 
the mental health center. 


Much of the confusion and problerclj of . 


Community Service and the mental 
health center results from the way the 
organizations came Into being. 


Community Service began in 1966 as a 


three-year pilot program jointly operated 
by Elk Grove Village and the YMCA. 
The agency was to seek out social prob- 
lems In the village, especially those of 
young people, and developments to treat 
the problems. 


In 1969, the YMCA discontinued its sup- 


port and the program director, a YMCA 
employe, quit. 
. 


The village decided to continue Com- 


munity Service, funding the program 
through the village budget as a regular 
village agency or department. Commu- 
nity Service employes were village em- 
ployes and the village did all accounting' 
and other business services for Commu- 
nity Service. 


The agency is governed by a 15-mem- 


ber board of directors who are residents 
of the village and are appointed by the 
village board. 


THE 1989-71 PERIOD was a turbulent 


one for Community Service. The new di- 
rector,, Thomas Smith, a former psy- 
chologist for School Dlst. 59, created a 
great deal of controversy. Almost from 
the day he started, Smith's actions and 
comments aroused the ire of the village 
board. 


At one point, the village board consid- 


ered abolishing the Community Service 
board and assuming direct control of the 
agency. Another time the village board 


considered cutting off all funds for Com- 
munity Service. 


Late In 1970, Smith resigned, and sev- 


eral'months later Jordan Rosen, the pre- 
sent executive director, was hired. Rosen 
soon settled much of the tension between 
the village board and Community Ser- 
vice. 


During this time, Community Service 


developed a wide range of programs 
such as a "Hotline," a youth employ- 
ment service, a drop-in center for teens 
and counseling services. 


In December, 1970, Community Service 


organized as a not-for-profit corporation. 
The incorporation enabled the agency to 
directly receive funds from various char- 
ity organizations, in addition to village 
money, to provide counseling service. 


Prior to 1971, Elk Grove, Schaumburg 


Palatine and Wheeling townships were in 
a mental health district receiving service 
from the Northwest Mental Health Asso- 
ciation in Arlington Heights. The area 
was split by the state department of 
mental health. Community Service ap- 
plied for and received a grant from the 
state in mid-1972 to establish a mental 
health center for Elk Grove and Schaum- 
burg townships. 


Community Service was swept up in 


the establishment of the mental health 
center. The agency had become almost 
exclusively a counseling service. With 
the establishment of the center to take 
over the counseling. Community Service 
was left with almost no programs to op- 
erate. 


UNDER THE reorganization, the two 


groups will be associated for one year, 
becoming totally distinct by 1974. The 
agencies, however, are confuslngly inter- 
woven. Rosen is the executive director 
of both groups, although most of his sala- 
ry is paid through Community Service. 


The mental health center Is governed 


by a 15-member board. The initial board 
Is composed of nine members of the

He said the site is main- 
tained by the apartments, but is still 
zoned for residential bousing, not as open 
space. 


According to the plans of the architect, 


the building would be "L" shaped with a 
variety of one-, two-ami three-bedroom 
condominium apartment units. 


A total of 128 parking spaces would be 


provided, half in an underground garage. 
Part of the text amendment requested by 
the developers asks that the additional 
building height be approved because 
more open space is available with half of 
the parking underground. 


The building would bracket a sun ter- 


race and swimming pool for the resi- 
dents. Additional facilities such as recre- 
ational rooms and saunas are in the 
plans. 


Once students found out where .their 


homerooms were, many used the re- 
maining time before school to walk 
around their new building and get ac- 
quainted. Many others, who bad seen the 
school before, gathered into small groups 
to discuss their new surroundings. 


The first thing one notices upon enter-. 


ing the school is the abundance of bright 
colors. The halls, classrooms and library 
are carpeted in orange, with much of the 
school's furniture and lockers also in or- 
ange or yellow. 


In the center of the building is the li- 


brary, which centers on a sunken area 
where the books are shelved. "We're all 
ready to go today," said Friendship li- 
brarian Peg Teske. As with much of the 
rest of the school's staff, Mrs. Teske has 
been working all summer getting ready 
for the first day of school 


ALL OF FRIENDSHIP'S teachers 


were on the job two weeks before school 
started, attending workshops to make the 
school's opening easier and to acquaint 
themselves with school policy. 


According to Brower, the main thrust

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Foreign students start learning our ways

Ono Is small and quick, the other Is tall 


and graceful. One primarily speaks the 
Spanish of hot, mountainous Costa Rica, 
while the other's articulate English bears 
only faint traces of Normandy French. 


Still, diversity Is the name of the game 


for Marvin Jimenez and Phllllppo Bottet, 
hero as part of the American Field Ser- 
vice (AFS) foreign exchange program. 


Both boys arrived in the United States 


Aug. 9, along with 50 other foreign stu- 
dents. Now, settled into their new homes, 
the bays reveal a diversity in back- 
grounds and personal goals. 


For Marvin, living with the William 


Anderson family, 112 Coral la., In 
Wheeling, the primary goal of the com- 
ing year is "to learn better English." 
While Marvin studied some English In 
his Barba, Costa Rica high school, he 
still gropes hesitantly with the language. 


By the end of the year stay, he hopes 


to speak the language with a positive ap- 
proach. According to Mrs. Anderson, 
Marvin already has progressed sig- 
nificantly. 


"When ho first arrived hero he could 


barely speak English at all. He's really 
Improved already," she sold. 


None of the Andersons speak Spanish, 


so !/(• the moment Spanish-American die- 
tlolfarics are coming in handy around 
their residence. However, any temporary 
communication gaps appear to be offset 
by both Marvin's and the Andersons' en- 
thusiasm over tho upcoming year. 


T1IIS IS MARVIN'S first major visit to 


a foreign country and his eyes sparkle 
enthusiastically as ho tries to describe 
tho ^iterances between the U. S. and 
C'.sta Rica. 


"This country Is very different from 


my country. The people have a different 
culture from my country," he sold. 


According to Mrs. Anderson, Marvin is 


overcoming an Initial shyness about 
pointing out features of American life 
which surprise him. He opens up about 
things like American dress, food and 
geography which are very different 
from those in Costa Rico. 


One thing which he has mentioned 


about the U. S. Is the way women dress. 
Mrs. Anderson said Marvin was "very 
surprised to see girls wearing shorts and 
pants," since Costa Rican women almost 
always wear dresses. 


Although American food differs sig- 


nificantly from the Costa Rlcan variety, 
"dark bread Is the only thing he has re- 
fused to eat so far," Mrs. Anderson said. 


Tho size of America and Its buildings, 


and the flatness of the Midwest also have 
startled Marvin. While recent hot weath- 
er may seem comfortably like the Costa 
Rlcan climate to him, he eagerly awaits 
tho chance to see some snow. 


"In Costa Rica there is no snow — 


ever!" he said with « grin. 


Attending Wheeling High School also 


should be a very different experience for 
Marvin, who will be a senior. In Costa 
Rica the school year runs from March to 
November with classes six days a week 
from 7 a.m. to noon. 


Marvin has been Impressed by the di- 


versity of classes offered In the Ameri- 
can school. 


To offset some of the strangeness, 


Marvin will have David and Karen An- 
derson as companions in the school. Ho 
is looking forward very much to starting 
classes. 


PHILIPPE BOTTET. who comes to 


the U. S. from Caen, In the Normandy 
region of France, also is looking forward 
to school as he begins his year as a for- 
eign exchange student. During the year, 
Philippe will be living with the Algl- 
mnntas Kezells family, 220 Stoncgatc 
fid., in Buffalo Grove. 


Parents seek hot-lunch 
plan at Anne Fox School 


Unlike Marvin, however, the foreign 


exchange experience should be some- 
what more familiar to Philippe, who has 
lived with families in both England and 
France. Philippe also speaks English 
fluently, perhaps partly because his 
mother teaches the language in France. 


For Pnllippe, who heard of the. AFS 


program through his school in France, 
the year In America will provide the per- 
fect opportunity to decide which career 
he wishes to pursue. He already has been 
graduated from the equivalent of a high 
school in France, but right now he says 
"I change my mind every day," about 
what to study in college. 


While he is obtaining a diploma from 


Wheeling High School, he jokes that he 
hopes to hear that "little voice" which 
will tell him what to do. 


Although Philippe said the trip to the 


U. S. was "marvelous," he appears to be 
reluctant to discuss his Initial reaction to 
the country until he has had more time- 
to become acquainted with the country. 


"My life In school will be the main 


focus of my life here and I have not real- 
ly begun that yet," he said. 


HOWEVER, LIKE Marvin, Philippe 


also already has been Impressed with the 
variety of courses available to American 
high school students, in contrast to 
French academic programs. 


One Impression which Philippe seems 


very sure of already is a high degree of 
satisfaction with his newly adopted fami- 
ly. The feeling also appears to be mu- 
tual. 


"Philippe is a total delight," Mrs. Ke- 


zells said. 


She added that the Kczelis' have a spe- 


cial place in their hearts for France, and 
that "of all the countries in the world, we 
are very pleased that we have a foreign 
exchange student who comes 
from 


France." 


The good-natured teasing which has al- 


ready developed between Philippe and 
Robert Kezells, who will be a junior at 
WHS this year, bears witness to Mr. Ke- 
zclls statement that "Philippe has joined 
tho family unit very quickly." 


"He is like one of our own children."

Improvements planned for Kirk Center

Work Is scheduled for this fall on Im- 


provements totaling $80,000 to the Sam- 
uel Kirk Center in Palatine. The 'im- 
provements will be financed by the 10 
area school districts that contribute to 


the funding of the school for handicapped 
children. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Orove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Special Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established In 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 2), 15, 23, 25, 
16, 54, 57, 59, 211 and 214. 


NSSEO Is requesting 
contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost is determined by 
the district's average dally attendance 
and its assessed valuation. 


John Wlghtman, NSSEO executive di- 


rector, yesterday said the organization 
has received pledges from all but four of 
the member school districts. 


THE SCHOOL BOARDS of districts 25, 


54, 57 and 23 arc expected to take action 
on the matter this week, he said. The dis 
trlct has the option of agreeing to take 
their share of the cost of the Kirk Center 
Improvements out of operating funds on 
hand or levying a special two-cent tax. 
School districts may levy the tax without 
a referendum. 


Wightman said the planned improve- 


ments are things that were proposed in 
1970 as part of the original plan for the 
center, but could not be completed at the 
time because of lack of funds. 


NSSEO plans to landscape the grounds 


of the school, install swings, climbing ap- 
paratus and a baseball diamond, fencing 
and construct a canopy to protect stu- 
dents from bad weather as they wait for 
buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large Indoor multi-purpose 


room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


WIGHTMAN SAID an architect has al- 


ready been hired to design the canopy 
shelter and he expects to open bids on 
the project in about two weeks. 


Depending on the amount of money re- 


ceived from the member school districts 
this fall, Wlghtman said some land- 
scaping will also be done this year. The 
remaining improvements will be done 
next summer. 


The Kirk Center is a special school for 


children who are "troinabte mentally 
handicapped" (a child with a severe 
learning problem that prevents him from 
participating In a general education pro- 
gram) and "multiple handicapped chil- 
dren" (those with a physical and mental 
handicap). Before the center was built, 
most of these children were educated In 
the public schools.

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Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic'

Tho Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with Its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school Into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
pl.iwo from 70 faculty members when he 
told them the faculty must work for a 
greater voice In determining how the col 
lego is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


The faculty senate is a non-union or- 


ganization of the school's 150 full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually in salary negotiations. 
The board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he said. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper is listed as among 
the SO schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities In the country. "We are in 
the select company of the' Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
said. 


The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, Is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out. Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
Ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges in the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying, "i 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator is so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
Industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about SO non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on ill-concevied programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend In ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from, 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad institution — an extension of th* 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after, the 
rise of Sputnik." 


Two object to civil defense tax 
Trustees OK lower tax levy 


Palatine taxpayers can look forward to 


a modest savings on their local tax bill 
next year. 


Village trustees last night adopted the 


1073 tax levy ordinance which projects a 
tax rate of 63.8 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation. 


The figure represents a decline In local 


taxes over this year's rate by 2 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


The savings to the owner of property 


assessed at $10,000 would be about $2. 


The ordinance was passed over the ob- 


jections of trustees Clayton W. Brown

The village is making available trees 


for parkways at $35 apiece with a limit 
of two trees per household. The village is 
picking up the remaining tab of $35 per 
tree. 


Available arc sugar maple, thomlcss 


honey locust and Norway maple trees. 
They would bo planted by the public 
works department after the first frost, 
and their upkeep would be the responsi- 
bility of the homeowners. 


Tho trees are expected to be fully 


grown in about 20 years. 


A total of 75 trees are available In this 


year's tree planting program, but 50 
have already been ordered by residents. 
Tho remainder aro available on a first- 
come-first-scrve basis at the village 
clerk's office, 54 S. Brockway St. 


Some subdivisions which are still un- 


der the jurisdiction of the developer are 
not eligible for trees. These are Kenll- 
wlckc, Russet Way, Virginia Lake-Spin- 
naker Cove, Cambridge and Whytecllffe. 


Last year, 74 trees were purchased by 


residents In the program and 143 were 
bought in 1971.

Coughlin contended that the half-cent 


tax for' civil defense should be deleted 
because it is not necessary. 


The civil defense appropriation had 


been originally omitted from the tax levy 
by former Village Manager Berton G. 
Braun, but was restored by the trustees. 


Trustee Richard W. Fonte argued that 


the $7,020 which would be raised by the 
levy is "very legitimate" and could be 
used for emergency flood relief. 


Brown said after the meeting he op- 


posed the tax levy ordinance because he.1 
does not support "the inequitable dis- 
tribution of alleged tax relief in the form 
of garbage bags" and also does not be- 
lieve $130,000 in equipment purchases 
should be charged to revenue-sharing 
funds rather than the operating budget. 


The garbage bag program involves the 


free distribution of 200 bags per house- 
hold as a way of refunding the equivalent 
of this year's tax increase of 6 cents per 
$100 assessed valuation. 


Under the plan, property, business and 


condominium owners would not receive 
bags, though they have since been prom- 
ised an equivalent form of a tax refund 
by Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones. 


The village tax rate accounts for 5.6 


per cent of the total tax bill. Property 
taxes bring in 8.8 per cent of the village's 
revenues. 


Most of the expenditures, 45.4 per cent, 


go to the police department.

Garbage bags fail test 


Palatine homeowners will have to wait 


a couple of months before they get any 
free garbage bags from the village. 


Environmental Health Director Rich- 


ard A. Dawson said yesterday samples of 
the new village-approved sacks have 
failed to pass tests designed to measure 
their strength and durability, and a new 
batch of bags is being tested now. 


Dawson attributed the failing to manu- 


facturing defects. Dye marks in the bags 
caused a weakening of the bags' strength 
he said. The bags are being made by 
Chicago Transparent Products Co. 


Because of the delay in testing the 


bags and in obtaining petroleum — the 
resin used to make the pags is a petro- 
leum by-product — the distribution of 
free bags to Palatine homeowners will be 
pushed back from this month to Novem- 
ber, Dawson indicated. 


EACH HOMEOWNER will receive a 


total of 200 bags in quarterly dis- 
tributions by Browning-Ferris Industries 
of Illinois, Inc., the village's scavenger 
service. 


The free bags are considered a refund

Improvements planned for Kirk Center

Work is scheduled for this fall on Im- 


provements totaling $80,000 to the Sam- 
uel Kirk Center in Palatine. The Im- 
provements will be financed by the 10 
area school districts that contribute to 
the funding of the school for handicapped 
children. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Special Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established In 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 13, 23, 25, 
16, 54, 57, 59,211 and 214. 


NSSEO Is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 


recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost is determined by 
the district's average daily attendance 
and its assessed valuation. 


John Wightmon, NSSEO executive di- 


rector, yesterday said the organization 
has received pledges from all but four of 
the member school districts. 


THE SCHOOL BOARDS of districts 25, 


54, 57 and 23 are expected to take action 
on the matter this week, he said. The dis 
trict has the option of agreeing to take 
their share of the cost of the Kirk Center 
Improvements out of operating funds on 
hand or levying a special two-cent tax. 
School districts may levy the tax without 
a referendum. 


Wightman said the planned improve- 


ments are things that were proposed in 
1970 as part of the original plan for the 
center, but could not be completed at the 
time because of lack of funds. 


NSSEO plans to landscape the grounds 


of the school, install swings, climbing ap- 
paratus and a baseball diamond, fencing 
and construct a canopy to protect stu- 
dents from bad weather as they wait for 
buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


WIGHTMAN SAID an architect has al- 


ready been hired to design the canopy 


shelter and he expects to open bids on 
the project in about two weeks. 


Depending on the amount of money re- 


ceived from the member school districts 
this fall, Wightman said some land- 
scaping will also be done this year. The 
remaining improvements will be done 
next summer.

Lack of funds may end nutrition plan 


Operation Nutrition, a supplemental 


food program for infants and young chil- 
dren, may be forced to end in November 
if funds for the program are not found, 
Northwest Opportunity Center DIr. Bruce 
Newton said yesterday. 


Newton, director of the center which 


administers the food program locally, 
said although federal funding for Oper- 
ation Nutrition officially ended Aug. 31, 
the center hoi sufficient funds to contin- 
ue the program through October. Since 
The Nixon Administration has not asked 
Congress for funds to continue Operation 
Nutrition, the program may be forced to 
end if an alternative funding source is 
not found, Newton said. 


"We have some excess money left and 


also some local community centers are 
being asked to come up with help on lo- 
cal administrative costs, so this will get 
us through September," Newton said. He 


said an allotment from the Cook County 
Office of Economic Opportunity will pro- 
vide funds for the program for October. 


After that, Newton said the center does 


not know where funding will come from, 
If it comes at all. He said a bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Warren Magnuson CD- 
Wash.) to renew the funding Is pending 
before Congress. Newton said the center 
Is encouraging support for the bill and 
asking Operation Nutrition recipients to 
write their Congressmen in support of 
the bill. 


HE SAID FUNDING help could also 


come from a new Department of Agricul- 
ture pilot program similar to the current 
Operation Nutrition program. The new 
program will provide fresh foods to sup- 
plement the diets of pregnant women, In- 
fants and children under 6 years old, who 
ore currently eligible for Operation Nu- 
trition. 


The current program relies on canned 


foodstuffs to supplement the diets of 
needy recipients. 


Newton said of the pilot program, how- 


ever, that only six are being planned for 
the entire country in comparison to the 
150 Operation Nutrition programs cur- 
rently in existence. 


Newton estimated the monthly costs of 


running the program, including ware- 
housing and administrative costs, are 
about $1,000. He said that amount means 
distribution of about $2,000 worth of food 
to some 260 Northwest suburban families 
participating In the program. 


"It doesn't look too good, but it has 


happened before where it appeared the 
money would be cut off." Newton said of 
the situation. 


EARLY LAST YEAR the program was 


threatened to run out of funds in August 
because of withheld federal money. In 
May, 1972, however, Congress, at the 


urging of the Citizens' Board of Inquiry 
into Hunger and Malnutrition and the 
Senate Select Committee on Nutrition 
and Human Needs, appropriated $20 mil- 
lion for the program. 


Newton said the program is vital not 


only to Insure proper nutrition of malnou- 
rished and anemic recipients, but to the 
center's total work as well. 


"It's been a contact program for us," 


Newton said. He said many persons 
come to the center because they are 
aware of Operation Nutrition but later 
learn of other assistance programs pro- 
vided by the center. 


"It (Operation Nutrition) is becoming 


increasingly more important, too, be- 
cause of the rising cost of food." he 
added. 


Newton said until the funding question 


is resolved, the center will attempt to 
maintain montn-to-month continuity in 
Operation Nutrition.

Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic'

Tho Harper College /acuity senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with Its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
Institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm up- 
ptauso from 70 faculty members when he 
(old them the faculty must work for a 
greater voice In determining how the col 
lego Is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


Tho faculty senate Is a non-union or- 


ganization of the school's 150 fulUlmo 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually In salary negotiations. 
Tho board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he said. 
"I don't know what con be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper is listed as among 
the SO schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities in the country. "We are in 
the select company of the • Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
said. 


The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, is that 
teachers assign few essay exams'and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing Is really thought out until it Is written 
out or at least talked out Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
Ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges in the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads In fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying, "1 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator is so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about 50 non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on ill-concevied programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second, 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
.tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend in ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty p£ 
'an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad Institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after the 
rise of Sputnik."

The new 
program will provide fresh foods to sup- 
plement the diets of pregnant women, in- 
fants and children under 6 years old, who 
are currently eligible for Operation Nu- 
trition. 


The current program relies on canned 


foodstuffs to supplement the diets of 
needy recipients. 


Newton said of the pilot program, how- 


ever, that only six are being planned for 
the entire country In comparison to the 
ISO Operation Nutrition programs cur- 
rently In existence. 


Newton estimated the monthly costs of 


running the program, including ware- 
housing and administrative costs, are 
about $1,000. He said that amount means 
distribution of about $2,000 worth of food 
to some 260 Northwest suburban families 
participating in the program. 


"It doesn't look too good, but it has 


happened before where it appeared tho 
money would be cut off." New-ton said of 
the situation. 


EARLY LAST YEAR the program was 


threatened to run out of funds in August 
because of withheld federal money. In 
May, 1972, however, Congress, at the 
urging of tho Citizens' Board of Inquiry 
into Hunger and Malnutrition and the 
Senate Select Committee on Nutrition 
and Human Needs, appropriated $20 mil- 
lion for tho program. 


Newton said the program is vital not 


only to insure proper nutrition of malnou- 
rished and anemic recipients, but to thf 
center's total work as welt. 


"It's been a contact program for us," 


Newton said. He said many persons 
.come to the center because they are 
aware of Operation Nutrition but later 
learn of other assistance programs pro- 
vided by the center. 


"It (Operation Nutrition) is becoming' 


increasingly more important, too, be- 
cause of the rising cost of food," he 
added. 


Newton said until the funding question 


is resolved, the center will attempt to 
maintain month-to-month continuity In 
Operation Nutrition.

Work Is scheduled for this fall on im- 


provements totaling $80,000 to the-Sam- 
uel Kirk Center in Palatine. The im- 
provements will be financed by the 10 
area school districts that contribute to 
the funding of the school for handicapped 
children. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Special Education Organization 
(NSSEO), a cooperative established in 
1962 to educate handicapped children. 


The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 15, 23, 25, 
16, 54, 57, 59,211 and 214. 


NSSEO is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost is determined by 


the district's average dally attendance 
and its assessed valuation. 


John Wlghtman, NSSEO executive di- 


rector, yesterday said the organization 
has received pledges from all but four of 
the member school districts. 


THE SCHOOL BOARDS of districts 25, 


54, 57 and 23 are expected to take action 
on the matter this week, he said. The dls 
trict has the option of agreeing to take 
their share of the cost of the Kirk Center 
improvements out of operating funds on 
hand or levying a special two-cent tax. 
School districts may levy the tax without 
a referendum. 


Wlghtman said the planned improve- 


ments are things that were proposed in 


1970 as part of the original plan for the 
center, but could not be completed at the 
time because of lack of funds. 


NSSEO plans to landscape the grounds 


of the school, Install swings, climbing ap- 
paratus and a baseball diamond, fencing 
and construct a canopy to protect stu- 
dents from bad weather as they wait for 
buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large Indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


WIGHTMAN SAID an arcMtert has al- 


ready been hired to design the canopy 
shelter and he expects to open bids on 


the project in about two weeks. 


Depending on the amount of money re- 


ceived from the member school districts 
this fall, Wightman said some land- 
scaping will also be done this year. The 
remaining improvements will be done 
next summer. 


The Kirk Center is a special school for 


children who are "trainable mentally 
handicapped" (a child with a severe 
learning problem that prevents him from 
participating In a general education pro- 
gram) and "multiple handicapped chil- 
dren" (those with a physical and mental 
handicap). Before the center was built, 
most of these children were educated In 
the public schools.

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Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic'

The Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with Its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school Into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
plause from 70 faculty members when he 
told them the faculty must work for a 
greater voice in determining how the col 
lego Is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


The faculty senate Is a non-union or- 


ganization of the school's ISO full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually in salary negotiations. 
The board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he sold. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper Is listed as among 
the SO schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities in the country. "We are in 
the select company of the Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
said. 


.The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, Is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out. Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges in the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last, spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying, "1 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator Is so complete. \ e have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about 50 non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator Is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on ill-concevied programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend in ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after the 
rise of Sputnik."

tween the teachers strike and the public 
works dispute in Hoffman Estates be- 
cause "when wo agreed to recognize the 
public works union it was on the premise 
of no strike." 


Lycrla said an employer has the right 


to describe a Job and the employe has 
the right to accept or reject that Job. 


"I suppose I do feel that a school board 


has tho right to fire striking teachers," 
he said. 


In the Hoffman Estates situation, 


Lycrla said ho "assumes this is still a 
public employes kind of thing and I feel 
public employes do not have the right to 
strike." 


The teachers' local reportedly repre- 


sents almost 90 per cent of the 460 teach- 
ers in Dlst. 219, which serves Skokle, 
Nllcs, Morton Grove and Lincolnwond. 


BY A 210-30 vote Monday, the teachers 


aggrced to strike after negotiations 
broke off last weekend following more 
than eight hours of discussion. 


Lyerla sold he docs not know what ne-

THE RESIDENTS reacted strongly

Kasrow, 503 Glen Lake Road, com- 


plained about the park district not hav- 
ing detailed plans of Highpoint Park de- 
velopment. Residents wanted to know 
where planned shrubbery and apparatus 
would be Installed, but were told there 


was not money for such improvements. 


Howard Kessler, park district archi- 


tect, said about $8,000 would be saved by 
eliminating one baseball field. About 
$5,000 would be required for base fill In 
moving the parking lot Other money 
would be used for bicycle paths along the 
south edge of the park. 


In other action the board approved an

Ths officers, cadets for the police de- 


partment, will look for general village 
ordinance violations and report them to 
authorities. They will also issue parking 
tickets. They do not have the power of 
arrest, but will be available to Inform 
authorities when emergencies arise.

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Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic'

The Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which he 
says threatens to turn the school Into "on 
overblown, dispirited and generally bad 
Institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
plauso from 70 faculty members when he 
told (hem the faculty must work for a 
greater voice In determining how the col 
lego Is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday.. 


The faculty senate Is a non-union or- 


ganization of the school's 150 full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually in salary negotiations. 
The board last spring, adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he sold. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things." 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper is listed as among 
the 50 schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities in the country. "We are in 
the select company of the Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
said. 


The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, Is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing Is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out. Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges In the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy)." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying, "I 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator is so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about 50 non- 


teaching administrators, one for every 
three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on Ill-concevied programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second;;! 
campus faster."

Following a drop in the rate of enroll-" 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend in ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad Institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after the 
rise of Sputnik." 


Site chosen too quickly, Demel admits 
Explanation of Maryville 
fails to sway opposition 


Nearly 200 persons turned out last 


night to hear the River Trails Dlst. 26 
school board explanation of the site se- 
lection for the new Maryville School. 


The presentation, which lasted more 


than three hours, apparently' failed to 
sway those opposed to the selection of 
the River Trails Junior High School site 
for the new facility. 


Before making his presentation, Dlst. 


26 Board Prcs. Lloyd Demel said the 
board "moved perhaps more quickly 
than It should have." Dcmcl said the 
board was forced to move at that speed 
because the school would take at least 
one year to build. 


The River Road school in DCS Plalnes 


currently used by Mnryvlllo students has 
been ruled unsuitable and in violation of 
Illinois life-safety codes. The district was 
given until September, 1974, to Improve 
or replace the school. 


State Rep. Eugene Schllckman (R-Ar- 


llngton Heights), a sponsor of the bill 
providing state funds for the new Mary- 
ville school, said he concurred with the 
board's decision on the Maryvlllo site. 


SCIILICKMAN SAID he agreed with 


the board's decision because It would 
save money while ensuring a quality fa- 
cility for the children. 


Ho also said the silo would provide 


ample room for the school, especially in 
conjunction with adjacent park district 
land. 


"The school board could rescind pre- 


vious actions and even schedule an advi- 
sory referendum," Schllckman sold. "In 
the meantime, the state could shift Us 
priorities and look to the needs of other 
districts. The committed money could 
disappear." 


Father John Smyth, director of Mary- 


ville Academy, also sold he favored the 
River Trails site because It would help 
glvo more Maryville students contact 
with the community. Smyth said that 
earlier ho had favored building the new 
facility on the grounds of Maryvlllo 
Academy. He changed his mind, how- 
ever, when he found that only Mary- 
ville Academy students would attend the 
school. 


SCHOOL BOARD officials gave a short 


presentation on six sites considered for 
tho school. They foiled to go Into enough 
detail to satisfy most of the people In the 
audience. Comparing the River Trails 
site to one on Maryville grounds, the 
board said tho $1 million budgeted for 
tho school would be diminished by use of 
land purchase and site development if 
tho Maryville site was selected. 


Tho board also said that If Maryville 


Academy were to close, a school built on 
tho River Trails sito could be used for 
possible expansion of tho area across 


from Bond School or the relief of the 
Feehanvllle area. 


WHILE SCHOOL officials discussed ev- 


erything from the type of student living 
at Maryville to educational philosophies 
of the district, audience members contin- 
ued to ask for a more detailed ex- 
planation of the site selection. 


"The citizenry shares with Father 


Smyth the concern with the Maryville 
children. We want them to have the best 
education possible," one man said. 


"The question pure and simple Is to 


the choice of the site. That's it and that's 
It only."

New Friendship Jr. High opens doors

A small group of adults gathered 


around an alarm clock to synchronize 
their watches. They then dispersed In all 
directions, fanning out into the not-yet- 
completed building. That was the open- 
ing of Friendship Junior High School yes- 
terday. 


The new Dist. 59 school in Des Plalnes 


opened Its doors for the first time yester- 
day to more than 625 youngsters, ending 
a wait to get into the building that start- 
ed In January. 


The broken promises, bad weather and 


construction delays that had been typical 
since construction began were forgotten. 
And as if to make up for all that earlier 
confusion, the first day of school was 
smooth, extremely organized and virtual- 
ly flawless.

The building is complete, except for 
the gym and auditorium, which won't be 
ready for a few months.

SINCE THERE ARE no clocks, there 


are no bells. "So teachers check their 
watches against an alarm clock hi the 
main office, according to Friendship's 
principal, Robert Brewer, and go by 
their watches ail day." 


Brower was on hand to greet the 


school's new students as they poured into 
the building. He was usually surrounded 
by a group of children — asking how to 
get to their homerooms. 


Once students found out where their 


homerooms were, many used the re- 
maining time before school to walk 
around their new building and get ac- 
quainted. Many others, who bad seen the 
school before, gathered Into small groups 
to discuss their new surroundings. 


The first thing one notices upon enter- 


ing the school is the abundance of bright 
colors. The halls, classrooms and library 
are carpeted In orange, with much of the 
school's furniture and lockers also In or- 
ange or yellow. 


In the center of the building is the li- 


brary, which centers on a sunken area 
where the books are shelved. "We're all 
ready to go today," said Friendship Ji- 
brarian Peg Teske. As with much of the 
rest of the school's staff, Mrs. Teske has 
been working all summer getting ready 
for the first day of school. 


ALL OF FRIENDSHIP'S 
teachers 


were on the job two weeks before school 
started, attending workshops to make the 
school's opening easier and to acquaint 
themselves with school policy. 
: 


According to Brower, the main thrust 


of the school this year will be to give the 
student a "positive attitude toward learn- 
ing.'.' 


To accomplish that goal, Brower has 


extended the time students spend in 
homeroom to 25 minutes at the beginning 
of the day and 10 minutes at the end of 
the day. Students can also gather in the 
homeroom. area during the second part 
of the lunch period to talk to teachers, 
other students or play games that will be 
provided, such as Monopoly, checkers or 
cards. 


"Sometimes junior high can become 


too impersonal," said Brower, who is a 
14-year veteran with Dist. 59. "At the

The im- 
provements will be financed by the-10 
area school districts that contribute-to 
the funding of the school for handicapped 
children. 


The Kirk Center, 520 S. Plum Grove 


Rd., was built by the Northwest Subur- 
ban Special Education 
Organization 


(NSSEO), a cooperative established .in 
1962 to educate handicapped children. . 


The cooperative includes Northwest 


suburban school districts 21, 15, 23, 25, 
16,54, 57,59,211 and 214. 


NSSEO is requesting contributions 


from member school districts to pay for 
recreation equipment, landscaping and a 
canopy bus stop shelter. Each district's 
share of the $80,000 cost is determined by 
the district's average daily attendance 
and its assessed valuation. 


John Wightman, NSSEO executive di- 


rector, yesterday said the organization 
has received pledges from all but four of 
the member school districts. 


THE SCHOOL BOARDS of districts 25, 


54, 57 and 23 are expected to take action 
on the matter this week, he said. Thedis 
trict has the option of agreeing to take 
their share of the cost of the Kirk Center 
improvements out of operating funds on 
hand or levying a special two-cent tax. 
School districts may levy the tax without 
a referendum. 


Wightman said the planned improve- 


ments are things that were proposed: in 
1970 as part of the original plan for the 
center, but could not be completed at the 


• time because of lack of funds. 


NSSEO plans to landscape the grounds 


of the school, install swings, climbing ap- 
paratus and a baseball diamond, fencing 
and construct a canopy to protect stu- 
dents from bad weather as they wait for 
buses. 


Presently, there are no outside recrea- 


tion facilities at the school, although 
there is a large indoor multi-purpose 
room with equipment and space for com- 
petitive games. 


WIGHTMAN SAID an architect has at- 


ready been hired to design the canopy 
shelter and he expects to open bids on 
the project in about two weeks. 


Depending on the amount of money re- 


ceived from the member school districts 
this fall, Wightman said some land- 
scaping will also be done this year. The 
remaining improvements will be done 
next summer. 


The Kirk Center is a sped?! school for 


children who are "trainable mentally 
handicapped" (a child with a severe 
learning problem that prevents him from 
participating in a general education pro- 
gram) and "multiple handicapped chil- 
dren" (those with a physical and mental 
handicap). Before the center was built, 
most of these children were educated!in 
the public schools.

Friendship Junior High is a reality. '• 
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Harper faculty leader blasts college as 'undemocratic' 


by WAYNDALYN RICE 


The Harper College faculty senate be- 


gan the school year yesterday with Its 
president attacking the "undemocratic, 
monolithic administration" which ho 
says threatens to turn the school Into "an 
overblown, dispirited and generally bed 
Institution." 


Robert Powell, associate professor of 


English and this year's faculty senate 
president, was greeted with warm ap- 
plause from 70 faculty members when ho 
told them the faculty must work for a 
greater volco In determining how the col 
lego Is run. Faculty members are on 
campus this week preparing for the 
opening of classes Monday. 


The faculty senate Is a non-union or* 


gnnlzotlon of the school's 150 full-time 


faculty which deals with the college 
board annually In salary negotiations. 
The board last spring adopted a salary 
plan for faculty members over the objec- 
tions of the senate. 


Following his speech, Powell said he 


was not necessarily calling on the faculty 
to unionize. "This was aimed at giving 
some statistics to the faculty," he said. 
"I don't know what can be done but I 
believe reasonable men could change 
things" 


According to the College Blue Book, 


Powell said, Harper Is listed as among 
the 50 schools having the highest faculty- 
student ratio out of the 3,600 colleges and 
universities In the country. "We are In 
the select company of the Missouri 


School of Religion and Soule College," he 
sold. 


The result of the large classes and high 


faculty-student ratio, he said, is that 
teachers assign few essay exams and 
other written assignments to students be- 
cause of the problem of grading. 


"There are those who argue that noth- 


ing is really thought out until it is written 
out or at least talked out. Thus the high- 
er ratio may guarantee less student 
thought. I suspect that a Harper student 
when he leaves here has done less writ- 
ing, less talking through and has had less 
faculty criticism of his thought processes 
than students from other colleges In the 
state," he said. 


Powell also cited a case last spring 


where the administration passed over 
two candidates for the position of dean of 
guidance who were recommended by a 
search committee, the counseling staff 
and the school's department heads in fa- 
vor of another person. 


That action and other actions, he said, 


make faculty participation in the school's 
administration "a facade, a propaganda 
stunt to deceive the board and the North 
Central Association (an accrediting agen- 
cy}." 


Powell also attacked the Harper em- 


phasis on "management," saying, "1 
know of no other college where the sepa- 
ration between teacher and adminis- 
trator Is so complete. We have created a 
higher education administrative-manager 


class and a worker class, similar to the 
industrial model." 


Harper, Powell said, has about 50 non- 


teaching administrators, 
one for every 


three full-time faculty members. "The 
administration can't be rewarded for the 
excellence of student work," he said. 
"The teacher deserves that reward. The 
administrator is rather recognized and 
rewarded for his ability to move large 
numbers of students through at the low- 
est possible cost." 


He added, "I have no doubt that Har- 


per will get bigger quicker under ex- 
clusive administrative control. I also 
have no doubt that it will waste even 
more money on ill-concevied programs 
and determined attempts to recruit and 
keep students — any student — who will 


fill up space and bring you to a second 
campus faster." 


Following a drop in the rate of enroll- 


ment growth last year, Harper officials 
have begun a recruitment program to at- 
tract students to Harper. 


Powell said that unless the trend In ad- 


ministration is reversed, "ten years from 
now we will find ourselves the faculty of 
an overblown, dispirited and generally 
bad Institution — an extension of the 
common school to the 13th or 14th year 
and a poor extension at that — a mon- 
strosity built by educational adminis- 
tration waiting to be destroyed as the fu- 
tile teachers colleges and normal schools 
of the 1950's were destroyed after the 
rise of Sputnik." 


First day of operation

Sleepless nights with endless pacing 


preceded the first day of school for 
teachers. They got up during the early 
hours of dawn to go over names, lesson 
plans and what they were going to say to 
their new students.

Jan Ogron, a new teacher at Rand. "I 
don't know why I was thinking so much. 
I can't change anything now." 


To calm her jitters as a new teacher 


Miss Ogron simply told her class all the 
work that was to be done. "They asked, 
•When Is all that due?' I told them, 
'soon,' " she said. "I found out they hate 
me. So I must have made a good impres- 
sion." 


THE TEACHERS at the junior high 


spent a great deal of the morning reas- 
suring the new sixth grade students of 
their new school environment. Yes, the 
lockers actually work. No, you don't 
have to run to classes, there's plenty of 
time to walk from class to class. Never- 
theless, in the midst of panic, a sixth 
grader managed to get even the princi- 
pal to help her with her locker. 


"They were so anxious to get back to 


school," said Colleen Banks, a teacher at 
Rand. "At five after eight (am.) the 
halls were quiet." 


"They were so good today. Wait until 


tomorrow," said Mrs. Basofin. 


More than 9,000 elementary grade stu- 


dents returned to schools in Arlington 
Heights Dlst. 25. Most were dressed in 
new clothes and shiny new shoes. With 
them they brought jumbo notebooks that 
barely fit Into their tote trays or their 
lockers.

Chick Miller, principal of Buffalo 


Grove High School, woke up at 2:30 a.m. 
yesterday and couldn't go back to sleep.

Lack of funds may end 
Operation Nutrition 


Operation Nutrition, a supplemental 


food program for Infants and young chil- 
dren, may be forced to end In November 
if funds for the program arc not found, 
Northwest Opportunity Center Dlr. Bruce 
Newton said yesterday. 


Newton, director of the center which 


administers the food program locally, 
said although federal funding for Oper- 
ation Nutrition officially ended Aug. 31, 
the center has sufficient funds to contin- 
ue the program through October. Since 
The Nixon Administration has not asked 
Congress for funds to continue Operation 
Nutrition, tho program may be forced to 
end if an alternative funding source Is 
not found, Newton said. 


"We have some excess money left and 


also some local community centers are 
being asked to como up with help on lo- 
cal administrative costs, so this will get 
us through September," Newton said. He 
said an allotment from the Cook County 
Office of Economic Opportunity will pro- 
vide funds for the program for October. 


After that, Newton said the center docs 


not know where funding will come from, 
If It comes at all. He said a bill spon- 
sored by Sen. Warren Magnuson (D- 
Wash.) to renew the funding Is pending 
before Congress. Newton said tho center 
Is encouraging support for the bill and 


Summer school 
enrollment drops 


Some 2.091 students attended summer 


school In Elementary School Dlst. 25, ac- 
cording to James Montgomery, director 
of instruction.

HE SAID FUNDING help could also 


como from a new Department of Agricul- 
ture pilot program similar to the current 
Operation Nutrition program. The new 
program will provide fresh foods to sup- 
plement the diets of pregnant women, In- 
fants and children under 6 years old, who 
are currently eligible for Operation Nu- 
trition. 


The current program relics on canned 


foodstuffs to supplement the diets of 
needy recipients. 


Newton said of the pilot program, how- 


ever, that only six are being planned for 
the entire country In comparison to the 
150 Operation Nutrition programs cur- 
rently in existence. 


Newton estimated the monthly costs of 


running tho program, Including ware- 
housing and administrative costs, are 
about $1,000. He said that amount means 
distribution of about $2,000 worth of food 
to some 260 Northwest suburban families 
participating In the program. 


"It doesn't look too good, but It has 


happened before where it appeared the 
money would be cut off," Newton said of 
the situation. 


EARLY LAST YEAR the program was 


threatened to run out of funds in August 
because of withheld federal money. In 
May, 
1972, however, Congress, at the 


urging of the Citizens' Board of Inquiry 
Into Hunger and Malnutrition and the 
Senate Select Committee on Nutrition 
and Human Needs, appropriated $20 mil- 
lion for the program. 


Newton said the program is vital not 


only to Insure proper nutrition of malnou- 
rished and anemic recipients, but to the 
center's total work as well. 


"It's been a contact program for us," 


Newton said. He said many persons 
come to the center because they are 
aware of Operation Nutrition but later 
learn of other assistance programs pro- 
vided by the center. 


"It (Operation Nutrition) is becoming 


Increasingly more important, too, be- 
cause of the rising cost of food," he 
added. 


Newton said until the funding question 


Is resolved, the center will attempt to 
maintain month-to-month continuity In 
Operation Nutrition.

services for the railroad, predicted that 
there would be a gradual shift among 
what he called "park-'n-rlde" commuters 
from the downtown Arlington Heights 
station to Arlington Park. 


The Arlington Park facility Includes 


parking for over 800 cars, practically 
equaling the capacity in the 13 village 
lots. 


The Arlington Park Station will double 


the railroad's service, especially to off- 
line communities such as Rolling Mead- 
ows, Hoffman Estates, Schaumburg, Buf- 
falo Grove and Long Grove, Lenske said. 


Parking meters have not yet been in- 


stalled at Arlington Park and yesterday 
an attendant was at the gate to collect 
the 50 cent daily fee. 


Arlington Heights is the single biggest 


commuter stop on the Chicago and North 
Western lines with over 4,000 riders using 
the depot between Evergreen and Dunton 
avenues each working day. 


RAILROAD AND village officials are 


hoping that use of the Arlington Park 
station will help alleviate traffic and pe- 
destrian congestion in the village during 
the morning and evening rush hours. 


Commuters who board and exit trains 


at other smaller station stops cannot ap- 
preciate the congestion that occurs when 
1,000 riders get off an evening train in 
Arlington Heights, Lenske said. 


Arlington Heights Police Sgt. Jack We- 


ber said he had no reports on whether 
use of the village's downtown commuter 
lots dropped yesterday. He said police 
would hold off making any lot surveys 
until the pattern of use at the Arlington 
Park stop has become more established. 


A spokesman for the railroad said'it 


may be a month or more before it will be 
possible to get an accurate picture.of 
how many riders are going to use the 
new station. 


Many commuters will try the Arlington 


Park depot initially but some will switch 
back to the station they were using pre- 
viously, he predicted. It is also difficult- 
to predict the number of new riders that 
will be drawn to Arlington Park.
